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In  1925,  when  I  was  38  years  of  age,  I  became  very  much 
interested  in  knowing  from  whence  I  came  and  how  T  arrived  in  a 
hewn  log  house  near  the  confluence  of  what  was  then,  known  as  the 
Allen  Branch  near  the  headwaters  of  Brush  Creek  in  Madison  County, 
North  Carolina,  on  February  18,  1  8  87.  When  I  became  interested  in 
family  history  I  was  living  in  St.  Paul,  Minnesota.  My  father,  Joseph 
Cephus  Crane  (then  70  years  of  age),  his  older  sister,  Mrs.  Mary 
(Crane)  Tredway  (85),  and  Mrs.  Edith  (Crane  ) Candler  (64)  were 
still  living  in  North  Carolina.  My  father  and  Aunt  Mary  lived  on 
Brush  Creek,  where  they  were  born  and  lived  all  their  lives.  Aunt 
Edith  lived  at  Hendersonville,  North  Carolina. 


Had  I  lived  near  them  so  as  to  have  had  the  opportunity  of 
conversing  with  them  from  time  to  time,  I  no  doubt  could  have 
gathered  data  from  them  that  would  have  been  of  much  value  in 
my  search  for  family  history.  I  had  the  opportunity  of  talking  to 
Aunt  Mary  for  only  a  few  minutes  in  192 6.  The  only  information 
that  she  could  give  was  that  her  grandfalher  came  from  South  Carolina 
to  North  Carolina,  where  he  lived  for  some  years,  and  returned  to 
South  Carolina,  where  lie  died;  that  her  grandmother  remarried  and 
died  in  South  Carolina.  She  did  not  know  their  names.  They  died 
before  she  was  born,  and  she  could  not  remember  that  she  had  ever 
heard  their  names.  My  father  and  Aunt  Edith  knew  no  more  about 
their  grandparents. 


However,  my  father  had  told  me  many  things  about  Ins  father 
"Jesse  Crane”  and  his  uncles  and  aunts  when  I  was  a  boy,  and  I  had 
hoped  to  some  day  visit  him  and  go  over  all  this  with  him,  in  hopes 
that  I  could  find  something  that  would  connect  his  family  with  some 
other  family  of  that  name,  but  I  waited  too  long.  He  had  a  stroke 
on  July  31,  1937,  and  when  I  reached  his  bedside  I  realized  that.  I 
had  waited  too  long.  On  August  16th  he  had  a  second  stroke  that 
ended  his  life  in  his  82nd  year. 


When  I  was  a  boy  my  father  told  me  the  story  of  his  grandfather’s 
family  coming  from  South  Carolina  to  North  Carolina  as  the  story 
was  told  to  him  by  his  father  "Jesse  Crane”  when  lie  was  a  very  small 
boy,  and  by  his  mother,  Sussanna  (Byrd)  Crane,  who  died  in  1896 
"That  his  grandfather  Crane,  with  a  family  by  the  name  of  Shelton 
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removed  from  South  Carolina  to  North  Carolina  when  theic  wot  bur 
a  few  families  settled  in  that  section  of  the  State,  i  hey  sei.tleo  oo 
what  is  now  known  as  Shelton  Laurel,  not  far  from  what  is  now 
Flag  Pond,  Tennessee.  It  was  from  this  family  of  Sheltons  that  Shelton 
Laurel  got  its  name.  The  two  families  stored  what  goods  they  lia a  in 
a  large  hollow  tree  until  they  built  log  cabins  in  which  to  live,  where 
they  started  clearing  land  and  raising  tobacco.  They  were  among  the 
first  settlers  in  that  section  of  North  Carolina.  Mr.  Crane  latex  removed 
to  South  Carolina,  where  he  died  and  wnere  his  widow  lcmanwvt  and 
died,  dates  not  known.”

His  children  were  sons 
Lett  a  and  Polly.  It  is

in  North  Carolina  ca  1803.  Polly  was  born  in 


North  Carolina,  time  of  birth  is  not  indicated,  jesse  was  born  in  North 
Carolina  ca  1810,  and  John,  the  youngest  of  the  family,  was  born  ca 
1815  after  the  family  removed  back  to  South  Carolina,  and  in  the 
1  83  0  census  records  for  Greenville  District,  S.  C.,  we  find  Nancy 
Crane  between  50  and  (50  years  of  age  with  one  son  1  3  to  20  yeais 
of  age.  (This  could  have  been  the  family  of  which  we  are  in  search.) 
And  we  find  this  entire  family  of  children  back  in  Yancey  and  Bun¬ 


combe  County,  North  Carolina,  in  the  census  of  1840,  50,  60,  70. 
My  father  told  me  many  times  of  incidents  that  happened  when  he 
was  a  boy  of  5  to  7  years  of  age,  which  lead  me  to  believe,  oi  lather 
to  know,  that  the  family  had  relatives  in  Cherokee  County,  North 
Carolina,  and  had  1  thought  to  have  asked  him  who  these  relatives 
were,  it  might  have  helped  in  connecting  our  family  with  some  othci 
family  by  the  same  name.  Remembering  these  stories,  T  have  scaichcd 
the  census  records  for  Cherokee  County  183  0-1840  and  round  m  the 
census  of  1840  two  such  families,  namely: 


JEFFERSON  CRANE,  3  0  to  40  years  of  age,  with  two  sons 
under  5,  1  son  10  to  15  years  of  age,  1  daughter  5  to  10,  and  wife 
3  0  to  40;  and 

JAMES  CRANE,  20  to  3  0  years  of  age,  with  1  daughter  under 
5  and  wife  20  to  30,  and  living  with  him  1  female  60  to  70  years 


of  age,  probably  mother  or  mother-in-law.  The  census  records  do  not 
show  the  Christian  name  other  than  that  of  the  heads  o-f  families. 

One  of  the  stories  which  my  father  told  me,  and  which  caused 
me  to  search  the  records  of  Cherokee  County  was  .that  on  several 
occasions  his  father  (Jesse)  had  taken  him  to  visit  relatives  in  Cherokee 
County.  His  father  had  an  Indian  friend  living  near  where  they  visited. 
The  Indian  would  rub  his  hand  over  my  father’s  head,  put  his  hand 
to  his  nose  and  say  'Pew5’ 5  (Indian  telling  him  that  lie  was  an  Indian 

boy)  . 

Once  1  esse  was  going  to  Cherokee  and  he  came  to  a  creek  over 
which  a  log  had  been  placed  for  a  foot  bridge  over  the  stream.  When 
lesse  got  almost  half  way  across  he  saw  an  Indian  start  acioss  fiom 
the  opposite  side  as  though  he  saw  no  one  approaching,  and  Jesse 
wondered  what  would  happen  when  they  met.  The  Indian  picked  Jesse 
up  in  his  arms,  turned  around  on  the  log  and  set  him  down  111  the 
direction  in  which  he  was  going,  turned,  and  went  on  his  way 
laughing.

This  book  is  divided  into  two  sections  so  as  to  account 
for  the  Roberts  side  of  our  family  from  which  our  mother 
came,  as  well  as  the  descendants  of  John  1st  and  Jesse 
Crane,  in  particular,  our  progenitors. 

The  first  section  -of  the  book  is  devoted  to  the 
Roberts  families  because  they  were  in  western  North 
Carolina  before  the  Cranes  arrived. 

The  Bibliology  in  the  first  section  has  much  data 
on  both  the  Roberts  and  Crane  families,  and  shows  how 
the  counties  in  which  they  originally  settled  were  sub¬ 
divided,  how  their  homesteads  were  first  in  Burke  county, 
then  in  Buncombe,  Yancey  and  Madison  counties. 


To  find  the  name  of  a  Crane,  consult  index  No.  3, 
where  their  Christian  names  only  are  alphabetically  ar¬ 
ranged.  The  number  after  each  name  is  the  consecutive 
number.  Turn  to  this  number  in  the  body  of  the  book  and 
you  will  find  the  person’s  family  record;  if  the  person  had 
no  family,  the  number  will  refer  to  the  birth  under  the 
Fathers  name  or  the  number  under  which  the  subject’s 
history  will  be  found. 

When  there  arc  several  names  alike,  the  year  of  birth 
placed  before  the  name  may  help  to  indicate  the  one  sought. 

The  bracketed  [  ]  number  after  a  name  refers 

to  the  number  where  the  person  appears  as  a  child. 


After  the  name  of  a  parent  the  pedigree  is  indicated 
in  parenthesis  (  )  with  small  figures  above,  showing  to 

what  generation  the  name  belongs,  and  giving  the  name 
as  far  back  as  progenitor  Jon1  or  to  William  Roberts,  Sr.1 

In  Index  II  and  IV  will  be  found  names  of  descendants 
and  persons  who  have  intermarried  with  various  families 
mentioned  in  the  book  and  bearing  names  other  than  Crane 
or  Roberts. 


Th  e  surnames  arc  entered  alphabetically  and  the  Chris¬ 
tian  names  follow  in  regular  order.  While  the  consecutive 
numbers  appended  refer  to  the  several  names  in  the  body  of 
the  book,  where  the  person  has  no  family  the  number  in 
the  index  may  refer  to  the  parents  of  that  person. 

Some  peculiarities  in  orthography  have  been  produced 
by  following  records  as  they  were  reported. 

The  following  abbreviations  have  been  sometimes 
used:  B  for  born;  M  for  married;  UNM  for  unmarried, 
S  for  settled;  D  for  died;  ca  for  about. 


ROBERTS  FAMILY 


In  doing  genealogical  research,  we  must  consider  the  geography 
of  the  territory  in  which  we  are  interested,  and  in  doing  so  we  shall 
consider  the  Roberts  family,  from  which  our  Mother  came,  along  with 
the  Crane  family.  There  we  will  End  the  name  spelled  in  various 
ways:  Robbards,  Roberds,  and  Roberts — probably  due  to  the  inept 
spelling  of  the  one  making  the  records.  In  those  days  it  was  the 
exceptional  person  who  could  read  and  write,  and  often  men  were 
placed  in  public  office  who,  to  say  the  least,  had  little  schooling.  But 
they  served  their  day  as  best  they  could  and  laid  the  foundation  upon 
which  this  great  nation  was  built.  Blessed  be  their  memory. 


Burke  County,  North  Carolina,  was  formed  from  Rowan  County 
in  1777.  The  Act  was  to  become  effective  June  1,  1777.  It  was  named 
in  honor  of  Dr.  Thomas  A.  Burke,  a  member  of  the  Continental  Con¬ 
gress  and  Governor  of  North  ,  Carolina  from  1781  to  1782.  Its 
boundaries  began  at  the  Catawba  River  on  the  line  between  Rowan 
and  Try  on  Counties,  thence  running  up  the  meanders  of  said  river 
to  the  North  end  of  an  island,  known  by  the  name  of  the  Three 
Cornered  Island,  thence  North  to  the  ridge  that  divides  the  Yadkin 
and  Catawba  Waters;  then  Westerly  along  the  ridge  to  the  mountain 
which  divides  the  Eastern  and  Western  waters,  commonly  known  by 
the  name  of  the  Blue  Mountain,  and  that  all  of  that  part  of  the  late 
County  of  Rowan  which  lies  to  the  East  of  said  dividing  line  shall 
continue  and  remain  a  distinct  County  by  the  name  of  Rowan;  and 
that  all  of  that  other  part  of  said  County  of  Rowan  which  lies  West 
and  South  of  the  said  dividing  line  shall  thenceforth  be  erected  into 
a  new  and  distinct  County  by  the  name  of  Burke.  (Public  laws  of 
N.  C.  1777) 

At  that  time,  Burke  County  took  in  all  of  North  Carolina  west 
of  the  Blue  Ridge  and  most  of  Tennessee.  It  had  no  western  boundary 
other  than .  the  Mississippi  river,  and  in  nil  this  vast  territory  the 
census  records  of  1790  (the  first  census  of  the  United  States)  records 
no  families  by  the  name  of  Crane  or  similar  name,  and  only  eight 
families  by  the  name  of  Crane,  Crain,  Craine  in  the  State  of  North 
Carolina,  namely:

(1)  ANTHONY  CRAINE  lived  in  Fayette  District,  Fayette¬ 
ville  Town,  Cumberland  County.  He  was  over  16  years  of  age  and  had 
one  son  under  16,  and  his  wife. 


(2)  HENRY  CRAIN  lived  in  Hillsboro  District,  Wake  County, 
was  over  16  years  of  age,  married,  no  children. 

(3)  JOSEPH  CRANE  lived  in  Edenton  District,  Tyrell  County, 
was  over  16  years  of  age  and  had  three  females  in  his  family. 

(4)  MAYFIELD  CRANE  lived  in  Morganton  District,  Ruther¬ 
ford  County,  was  over  16  and  had  four  females  in  Ins  family. 


(3)  PHILIP  CRANE  lived  in  Morganton  District,  Wake 

County,  was  over  16,  one  son  over  r6,  three  under  16,  four  females 
and  one  slave. 

(6)  POLLY  CRANE  lived  in  Morganton  District,  Wake 

County,  had  three  males  under  16  and  four  females  in  her  family. 

(7)  STEPHEN  CRAIN  lived  in  Hoi  fax  District,  Warren 
County,  over  16,  had  two  sons  under  16,  two  females,  four  slaves. 

(8)  WILLIAM  CRAIN  lived  in  Hillsboro  District,  Caswell 
County,  was  over  16  years  of  age,  two  males  under  16,  two  females 
and  six  slaves. 


We  do  find  three  families  by  the  name  of  Roberts  in  tlus  new 
county  of  Burke  headed  by  -WILLIAM,  SK.  his  family  is  listed  .is 
two  males  1  6  and  upward  including  head  oJ  family,  one  maL  undci 
16  and  six  females;  WILLIAM  ROBERTS,  JR.—  one  male  16  and 
upwards  including  head  of  family,  and  one  female;  JOHN  ROi>LJ\  IS 
— one  male  16  years  of  age  and  upward,  including  head  of  family, 
one  male  under  16  and  four  females.  I  hey  were  m  the  Moiganton 
District,  and  John  belonged  to  the  8th  Company  of  Militia.  It  is 
impossible  to  form  any  opinion  as  to  the  age  of  the  heatls  of  families 
in  the  census  records  prior  to  1  850 — to  say  that  a  man  is  16  and  up¬ 
ward  would  mean  that  he  could  be  16  or  90. 

These  families  lived  near  the  confluence  of  Big  Ivy  and  the 
French  Broad  River,  as  will  be  shown  as  we  progress  by  Land  grants 
and  deeds  made  to  these  men.  The  fact  that  they  are  the  progenitors  of 
the  families  in  whom  we  are  interested  will  also  be  shown  by  old 
deeds  and  old  papers  now  in  the  hands  of  Richard  Roberts  of  Route  1, 
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Marshall,  North  Carolina,  Laurel  Section.  Wc  will  produce  photostatic 
copies  and  the  surveyor’s  plat  of  these  lands. 

"Buncombe  County  was  formed  in  1791  from  Burke  and  Ruther¬ 
ford  Counties.  It  was  named  in  honor  of  Colonel  Edward  Buncombe, 
a  Revolutionary  soldier  who  was  wounded  and  captured  at  the  Battle 
of  Germantown,  October  4,  1777,  and  in  May,  1778  died  a  paroled 
prisoner  in  Philadelphia.  State  Boundary — That  all  that  part  of  the 
counties  of  Burke  and  Rutherford  circumscribed  by  the  following 
lines,  viz.  Beginning  on  the  extreme  height  of  the  Appalachian 
Mountain  where  the  southern  boundary  of  this  state  crosses  the  same, 
thence  along  the  extreme  height  of  said  mountain  to  where  the  road 
from  the  head  of  the  Catawba  River  to  Swannanoa  crosses,  then  along 
the  main  ridge  dividing  the  waters  of  South  Toe  from  those  of  Swan- 
nanoa  unto  the  great  Black  Mountain,  then  along  said  mountain  to 
the  northeast  end,  then  along  the  main  ridge  between  South  Toe  and 
Little  Crabtree  to  die  mouth  of  said  Crabtree  Creek,  then  down  Toe 
River  aforesaid  to  where  the  same  enters  into  the  Nollichucky  River, 
then  down  the  said  River  to  the  extreme  height  of  the  Iron  Mountain 
and  in  cession  line,  then  along,  said  cession  line  to  the  southern  bound¬ 
ary,  then  along  said  boundary  to  the  beginning,  is  hereby  erected  into  a 
separate  and  distinct  county  by  the  name  of  Buncombe.”  (Public  Laws 
1791,  Ch.  12) 

This  took  in  the  territory  which  is  now  Buncombe,  Yancey,  Madi¬ 
son,  and  all  the  other  counties  west  of  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountain,  and 
it  brought  the  Roberts  settlement  on  Big  Ivy  and  Flat  Creek  and 
Walnut  Creek  into  Buncombe  County. 

In  the  census  records  of  1  800,  we  find  only  William  Roberts 
45  plus  (probably  William,  Sr.)  on  the  Burke  County  side  of  the 
County  line.  Now  his  family  lias  increased,  and  he  has  four  males 
under  10  years  of  age  living  with  him  at  that  time.  This  may  have 
been  a  second  family.  However,  we  have  no  proof  of  that,  only  that 
there  were  four  males  in  his  household  under  10  years  of  age. 

While  in  Buncombe  County  wc  find  William  Roberts  (no  doubt 
William,  Jr.)  now  26  to  45  years  of  age,  two  sons  under  10,  two 
daughters  under  10,  and  wife  16  to  26.  He  was  Soldier  No.  8,  2nd 
Regt.,  Burke  County  Militia. 

Here  we  find  John  Roberts,  now  45  plus  with  three  sons  under

10,  two  sons  10  to  16,  one  daughter  under  10,  one  10  to  16,  and 
wife  26  to  45.  This  John  could  have  been  45  and  his  wife  45  and  have 
still  been  within  this  age  group  of  26  to  45. 

Next  on  the  list  is  Robert  Roberts,  age  -26  to- 45,  3  sons  under 
10,  one  10  to  16,  1  daughter  under  16  and  wife  26  to  45. 

Henry  Roberts,  age  45  plus  with  2  sons  under  10,  one  26  to  45, 
3  daughters  under  10  and  wife  16  to  26. 

Mark  Roberts  26  to  45,  3  sons  under  10,  2  daughters  under  10, 
one  10  to  16  and  one  16  to  26,  wife  45  plus.  He  was  soldier  No.  47 
in  the  3rd  Regiment,  Buncombe,  Co.  Militia. 

Next,  John  Roberts,  Jr.,  shows  up.  He  is  26  to  45,  has  2  sons 
under  10,  one  10  to  16,  two  16  to  2  6,  2  daughters  under  10,  two 
10  to  26,  wife  26  to  45. 

Thomas  Roberts,  26  to  45,  one  son  under  10,  3  daughters  under 
10,  wife  26  to  45.  Thomas  was  soldier  No.  8,  3rd  Rcgt.,  Buncombe 
Co.,  Militia. 

Last  on  the  list  is  Gideon  Roberts,  26  to  45,  1  son  under  10 
and  wife  16  to  26. 

There  arc  no  other  families  by  the  name  of  Roberts  in  Burke 
or  Buncombe  County  in  1800.  There  was  no  one  by  the  name  of 
Crane  in  Burke  or  Buncombe  County.  John,  Henry  and  Mark 
and  William,  Jr.  seem  to  have  been  sons  of  William,  Sr.  Or  John, 
Henry  and  Mark  could  well  have  been  brothers  of  William,  Sr.,  and 
the  others — John,  Jr.,  Robert,  Gideon  and  Thomas  were  no  doubt 
sons  who  became  heads  of  families  between  1790  and  1800.  William, 
Jr.  is  certainly  son  of  William,  Sr.  of  Burke  Co. 

Here  it  is  fitting  to  record  some  of  the  activities  of  William, 
John  and  Henry  between  1790  and  18  00.  William,  Sr.  of  Burke  Co. 
1790  and  1  800  does  not  appear  again.  He  may  have  died  or  moved  to 
Tennessee,  as  did  several  families  from  that  settlement.  John  seems 
to  have  been  the  oldest  of  this  group,  and  we  shall  consider  him  first. 
It  was  ordered  at  the  April  term  of  Court,  1794,  that  John  Roberts, 
Henry  Roberts,  Jonathan  Blevins,  Philip  Mason,  Jacob  Barnard,  Richard 
Blevins,  James  Boys,  Bcnj.  Griggory,  William  Blayley,  James  Stand- 
field,  John  Blevins,  John  Chambers,  John  Tinker,  Austin  Hackworth, 
and  William  Griggory  be  a  jury  to  view,  mark  and  lay  oil  a  road 
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from  the  Bald  Mountain  Road  near  the  Pine  Cabin  (now  Weaverville) 
the  nearest  and  best  way  to  Captain  Barnards  place  on  Brush  Creek 
and  report  to  the  July  Session  (Public  Records  Buncombe  County, 
1794). 

John  Roberts  was  granted  title  to  7  tracts  of  land  in  Buncombe 
County  as  follows:  Grant  No.  243  —  17th  day  of  October  1796,  for 
150  acres  on  Little  Ivy  in  Buncombe  County. 

Grant  No.  3  56 — 2nd  day  of  Dec.,  1797,  for  100  acres  on  Walnut 
Creek  in  Buncombe  Co. 

Grant  No.  3  57 — 2nd  day  of  Dec.,  1797,  150  acres  on  Walnut 
Creek  above  the  forks  of  the  Warm  Springs  Road  in  Buncombe  Co. 

Grant  No.  407 — 12th  day  of  April,  1798 — 150  acres  in  Bun¬ 
combe  Co.  lying  below  the  forks  of  Ivy. 

Grant  No.  407  (2) — 28th  day  of  Sept.,  1798 — for  100  acres  in 
Buncombe  Co.,  about  4  miles  more  or  less  below  Flat  Creek  on  the 
French  Broad  River. 

Grant  No.  567 — 25th  day  of  Dec.,  1798,  200  acres  in  Buncombe 
Co.  on  both  sides  of  Walnut  Creek. 

The  meets  and  bounds  of  these  lands  will  be  printed  as  furnished 
by  the  land  office  of  Raleigh,  North  Carolina,  under  date  of  March 
16,  1951,  kindness  of  Mr.  Thad  Eure,  Secretary  of  State.  These  lands 
were  not  granted  for  military  service  but  sold  for  a  few  cents  per 
acre.  There  is  no  military  service  mentioned.

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John  Roberts  was  a  Revolutionary  soldier  of  great  experience,  as 
is  shown  by  his  own  statement  when  applying  for  pension.  His  own 
declaration  as  furnished  by  the  Pension  Bureau  and  on  record  in  the 
archives  at  Washington,  D.  C.,  is  here  printed.

On  Oct.  17th,  1  832,  personally  appeared  John  Roberts,  a 
resident  of  Buncombe  Co.,  N.C.,  aged  74,  who  being  duly 
sworn  doth  on  oath,  make  the  following  declaration,  for 
benefits  obtained  .  .  .  Act  of  Congress  June  7th,  1  832  .  .  . 
that  he  entered  the  service  of  the  XJ.  S.  under  following 
officers  .  .  . 

He  enlisted  into  a  Company  of  horse,  commanded  by  Capt. 
Nelson,  in  Caroline  Co.,  Va.,  about  18th  June,  1774  .  .  . 
that  he  went  first  to  a  little  town  called  Hobbs  Hole  in 
Essex  Co.,  Va.,  was  there  4  to  5  mos.,  then  marched  to 
Williamsburg,  Va.,  thence  to  Yorktown,  where  he  was  dis¬ 
charged,  having  served  one  year. 

He  again  enlisted  for  a  term  of  18  mos.  ...  in  a  Co.  of 
Artillery  under  Capt.  Chas.  Harrison  at  Yorktown,  Va.  .  .  . 
and  was  discharged  Dec. ,1776.  .  .  .  Entered  the  army  again  in 
winter  of  1779  as  a  drafted  militia  man,  in  the  Co.  of  Cas¬ 
well,  N.C.,  under  Capt.  Porker,  for  3  mos.,  when  he  was  de¬ 
tached  to  drive  a  wagon  under  direction  of  Col.  John 
Williams.  Was  drafted  again  in  1780  under  Capt.  Shadrick 
Hargis,  Genl.  Butler.  Then  placed  under  command  Genl.

It  seems  that  this  claim  was  not  prosecuted.  He  died  April  20, 
1835,  in  Yancey  Co.,  and  in  September,  1  854,  bis  son,  George  Roberts, 
of  Buncombe  Co.,  N.C.  filed  claim  to  collect  the  pension  for  the  heirs 
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o £  John  Roberts  and  bis  wife,  Margaret  Roberts,  and  appointed  John 
Burton  Woodfin  of  Burnsville,  Yancey  Co.,  N.C.,  his  lawful  attorney 
in  the  name  of  his  father  or  mother.  A  pension  certificate  due  John 
Roberts,  Sr.  A  Power  of  Attorney  made  to  John  Burton  Woodfin. 


Declaration  of  George  Roberts 

"Know  all  men  by  these  presents,  that  I,  George  Roberts,  of 
Buncombe  Co.,  N.C.,  son  &  legal  heir  of  John  Roberts,  Sr.

This  Power  of  Attorney  brings  to  light,  and  undoubtedly  so,  first, 
that  this  John  Roberts  wife’s  name,  was  Margaret,  second,  that  he  was 
John  Roberts,  Sr.,  and  that  John  Roberts,  Jr.,  was  his  son.  At  the  time 
of  John,  Sr.’s  death  April  20,  1  83  5,  he  was  living  on  Walnut  Creek, 
then  in  Yancey  County.  Yancey  County  was  formed  in  1  83  3  from 
Burke  and  Buncombe.  It  is  unfortunate  that  George  Roberts  did  not 
give  the  names  of  the  other  heirs  in  his  power  of  attorney  in  the  filing 
of  the  above  pension  claim.  We  found  no  record  of  anything  having 
been  done  to  prosecute  this  claim. 

On  October  26,  183  0. 

John  Roberts,  Sr.  granted  to  Zacharia  Candler  160  acres  on  the 
French  Broad  River.  Recorded  April  8,  1831,  Book  16,  Page  255. 

In  the  Grantor’s  Index  for  Buncombe  County  we  find  that  on 
March  25,  1822,  John  Roberts  granted  to  David  Davis  100  acres  on 
Walnut  Creek,  recorded  June  26,  1S29,  Book  15,  Page  274  and  on 
March  25,  1822  Mr.  Roberts  granted  another  tract  of  100  acres 
to  Air.  Davis.  This  also  was  on  Walnut  Creek  and  was  recorded  in 
Book  No.  15,  Page  291  on  June  3  0,  1829. 

This  David  Davis  was  the  father  of  Eliza  Jane  Davis,  who  married 
James  Allen  Roberts,  and  their  daughter  Rachel  Ann  married  Joseph 
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Cephus  Crane  and  was  the  connecting  link  between  our  Crane  and 
Roberts  families. 

In  the  Abstracts  from  the  Record  of  Augusta  County,  VAginia, 
we  find  some  evidence  that  this  family  of  Roberts  came  ftom  th..t 
county  in  Virginia  to  Buncombe  county,  fib  C.  1  u.i  e  v  c  fine  tn.it  c.. 
September  23,  1765,  John  (Mark)  Roberts  and  Robert  (Mark)  Brown 
signed  a  note  to  pay  to  William  Mathews,  Saoler,  etc. 

This  seems  to  indicate  that  John  Roberts’  father  marrica  a 
woman  whose  maiden  name  was  Mark.  As  did  Robert  Brown  s  fatm». 
This  would  probably  account  for  the  name  Mark  being  used  as  a 
Christian  name  in  our  North  Carolina  Roberts  families. 

Our  John.  Roberts  of  Buncombe  County  states  that  he  was  born  in 
J758,  but  does  not  state  place  of  birth.  He  enlisted  in  Caroline  county, 
Virginia  in  1774.  fibs  father  William,  Sr.  could  well  have  been,  son 
of  this  John  (Mark)  Roberts  of  Augusta  county,  Virginia,  and  named 
his  son,  (Mark)  after  his  grandmother’s  family. 

Henry  Roberts  was  appointed  juror  for  a  road  route  at  tnc 
October  term  of  Court,  1772. 

It  was  "ordered  that  Thomas  Davidson,  Jas.  Rice,  Robt.  Love, 
James  Alexander,  William  Dever  St.,  Maj.  Thomas  Patton,  James 
Mc.Nabb,  William  Davidson,  David  Vance,  Henry  Roberts,  Jacob 
Biffle,  John  Weaver,  and  William  Murphy  be  appointed  a  jury  to  view, 
mark  and  lay  off  a  road  from  the  ford  of  Swannanoa  above  Robert 
Pattorns  the  nearest  and  best  way  to  Rims  Creek,  to  the  Bald  Mountain 
Road  and  report  to  next  Court. 

Thus  began  the  once  very  important  road  up  Bull  Creek  over 
Bull  Gap  to  Ox  Creek,  (the  south  fork  of  Rims  Creek)  and  down 
Rims  Creek  to  the  present  Weaverville.  It  was  spoken  of  (January 
term,  1779)  as  the  road  leading  from  the  head  of  Catawba  to  Waim 
Springs  near  to  Joseph  Holton’s.  (History  of  Buncombe  Co.  L.A.S. 
page  493).  Henry  also  took  up  land  in  the  Ivy  section.  His  grant 
was  for  two  hundred  acres  lying  both  sides  of  the  first  leading  branch 
that  runs  into  French  Broad  River  above  the  mouth  of  Ivy  in

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-  William  Roberts,  Jr.,  is  only  once  referred  to  as  William,  Jr., 
and  that  in  the  census  of  1790  in  Burke  Co.,  and  that  is  probably 
due  to  the  recorder,  as  in  most  cases  only  the  first  name  is  used  and 
no  middle  initial,  nor  is  it  indicated  if  the  party  referred  to  is  Sr. 
or  Jr. 


I  think  that  we  are  safe  to  assume  that  this  is  William,  Jr.  Here 
we  find  him  taking  up  land  in  the  same  section  and  only  a  few  miles 
from  John  Roberts.  The  history  of  this  William  Roberts,  being  the 
one  in  which  we  are  particularly  interested,  we  print  (following  the 
meets  and  bounds)  the  surveyors  plat  of  this  land.

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It  will  be  seen  that  these  families  were  among  the  first  to  own 
land  in  Buncombe  Co.,  and  that  they  were  all  in  the  same  locality 
and  had  settled  on  the  land  before  the  state  opened  it  up  for  sale. 

On  November  2  8,  1 796,  the  State  of  North  Carolina  granted 
to  John  Gray  Blount  three  hundred  and  twenty  thousand,  six  hundred 
and  forty  acres  (320,640)  of  land  in  Buncombe  Co.  on  the  northeast 
side  of  French  Broad  River  beginning  at  a  hickory  in  the  Burke  Co. 
line  on  top  of  the  Blue  Ridge  where  the  wagon  road  leading  from 
Buncombe  Court  House  to  Morganton  crosses  the  said  ridge,  running 
thence  along  the  same  road  westerly  to  Flat  Creek,  thence  down  the 
various  courses  of  said  Creek  to  Swannanoa  River,  thence  down  said 
River  the  various  windings  thereof  to  French  Broad  River,  thence 
down  that  River  the  various  windings  thereof  to  the  painted  Rock 
below  the  warm  springs,  which  is  the  territorial  or  the  1  enncssec  State 
line,  then  with  the  said  line  to  the  highest  pinnacle  of  the  bald  spot: 
on  the  Bald  Mountain,  thence  north  thirty-two  degrees,  east  two 
thousand  and  twenty  poles  to  Nolacbucky  River,  where  it  breaks 
through  the  Unaka  Mountain,  thence  up  the  various  courses  of  Nola¬

It  will  be  seen  that  this  Blount  grant  took  up  part  of  Buncombe, 
all  of  what  is  now  Madison  and  Yancey  Counties,  and  out  of  this 
thirteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-five  acres  which  had  been 
entered  and  was  excepted  from  the  Blount  grant  while  lying  within  it, 
John  Roberts  had  seven  tracts,  a  total  of  950  acres,  William 
Roberts,  had  three  tracts,  a  total  of  43  5  acres,  and  Henry  Roberts 
had  200  acres,  for  a  grand  total  of  fifteen  hundred  eighty-five  (1  585) 
acres,  all  on  Ivy,  Flat  Creek,  and  Walnut  Creek  near  the  French 
Broad  river.

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STATE  OF  FRANKLIN 


Shortly  after  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  the  State  of 
North  Carolina  being  in  hard  straits  to  meet  its  war  debt  to  the 
United  States  government,  attempted  to  meet  that  obligation  by  ceding 
to  the  United  States  ail  the  land  lying  west  of  the  Alleghany  mountains, 
including  most  of  Tennessee  to  the  Mississippi  River. 

At  that  time  settlements  had  been  made  along  the  Holston  River, 
the  most  important  one  being  the  Watauga.  These  settlements  were 
probably  led  by  men  who  had  viewed  this  valley  while  serving  with 
Col.  Byrd’s  regiment  in  his  expedition  against  the  Cherokee  Indians, 
and  we  find  several  men  by  the  name  of  Roberts  and  Crane  in  this 
locality.  One  John  Crain,  who  served  with  Byrd  in  this  expedition, 
certainly  settled  here,  and  he  may  have  had  some  connection  with 
our  family.  He  will  be  accounted  for  in  the  addenda. 

It  appears  that  the  larger  part  of  these  settlers  came  from  North 
Carolina  and  from  Orange,  Culpepper  and  Augusta  Counties  in 
Virginia. 

In  August,  1784,  a  convention  met  at  Jonesboro  and  formed 
a  new  state,  with  a  constitution  providing  that  lawyers,  doctors  and 
preachers  should  never  be  members  of  the  Legislature,  but  the  people 
rejected  it,  and  then  adopted  the  constitution  of  North  Carolina.  In 
November,  1785,  they  made  a  few  changes  in  the  North  Carolina 
constitution  and  called  the  State  "Franklin.” 

John  Sevier  was  elected  Governor,  and  David  Campbell,  Judge 
of  Superior  Court.  Greenville  was  made  the  capital.  The  first  Legis¬ 
lature  met  in  1785.  London  Carter  was  made  Speaker  of  the  Senate. 

After  a  period  of  seven  years  had  elapsed  and  congress  having 
failed  to  ratify  this  cession,  the  territory  fell  back  to  the  State  of 
North  Carolina.  Tennessee  was  then  known  as  the  Southwest  Ter¬ 
ritory,  and  in  1 796  was  admitted  to  statehood. 

Some  of  the  Roberts  families  who  removed  from  Virginia  to  the 
Holston  Valley  during  the  70’s  and  SO's  removed  to  Orange,  Bun¬ 
combe  and  other  North  Carolina  Counties  in  the  early  years  of  the 
19th  Century,  and  several  Crane  families  removed  from  South  Carolina, 
stopped  in  North  Carolina  for  a  few  years,  and  then  moved  on  to 
Tennessee,  and  many  of  them  had  served  in  the  armed  forces  during 
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the  Revolution,  as  will  be  seen  when  these  men  arc  accounted  for 
in  the  addenda. 

The  fact  that  John,  Henry  and  William  Roberts  all  took  up 
land  near  the  mouth  of  Rig  Ivy,  Flat  Creek  and  Walnut  Creek,  and 
the  fact  that  Grant  No.  212  for  60  acres  in  Buncombe  Co.  lying  on 
the  north  side  of  the  French  Broad  River  included  the  land  on  which 
John  and  Henry  Roberts  had  made  improvements  is  evidence  that 
they  were  all  of  one  family.  These  lands  were  near  the  Burke  and 
Buncombe  Co.  line  on  the  French  Broad  River.  When  the  Roberts 
families  settled  on  this  land  it  belonged  to  the  State  and  was  in 
Burke  Co.,  and  when  Buncombe  Co.  was  formed  in  1797  the  land  on 
which  John,  Henry  and  William,  Jr.  lived  was  on  the  Buncombe  Co. 
side,  while  William,  Sr.  was  left  on  the  Burke  Co.  side  where  we  find 
him  in  1800.  He  was  the  only  head  of  a  family  by  the  name  ol 
Roberts  living  in  Burke  Co.  at  the  time  the  census  was  taken  m 
1  800  and  we  find  no  further  record  of  him.  There  seems  to  be  no 
room  for  doubt  that  he  was  the  father  oi:  John,  Henry,  Mark  and 
William,  Jr.  and  we  place  him  at  the  head  of  the  list  of  our  Burke 
and  Buncombe  County  progenitors  as  No.  1.

Fie  settled  with  his  father  m  Burke  Co.,  N.  C., 
prior  to  1790  took  up  land  in  Buncombe  Co.  in  1795-1798.  See 
Grants  No.  212-521  and  412.  Fie  later  moved  to  Tennessee  and  then 
back  to  Yancey  Co.,  N.  C,  where  he  made  his  home  at  the  gap  of 
the  Walnut  Mountain  not  far  from  the  Walnut  gap  on  the  Old  Sodom 
Laurel  Road  where  he  was  living  when  the  census  for  Yancey  Co.  was 
taken  in  1840.  He  was  then  listed  at  between  70  and  80  years  of  age. 
He  died  between  1840  and  1  850  and  was  buried  on  a  ridge  just  above 
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Ills  house  on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  road  as  you  go  from  the  Walnut 
Gap  to  Sodom  Laurel.  Tie  was  known  as  Billie  Roberts  and  the  gap 
where  he  lived,  died  and  is  buried  is  known  as  the  Billie  Gap  so  name  a 
for  him.

on  Big  Ivy  near  where  the  Pybuni  Branch  empties  into  Big  Ivy.  I  he 
Pyburn  Branch  ran  through  their  land  and  on  the  13  tit  day  of  Januaiy 
183  8  he  deeded  this  tract  to  Richard  Robcrds,  his  brother  no  doubt, 
as  his  son  Richard  would  not  have  been  old  enough  to  own  land  in 
his  own  name  and  this  100  acres  adjoined  land  alieady  owned  by 
Richard.  Of  course,  William  B.  would  have  been  past  40  years  old 
in  183  8  and  this  Richard  may  have  been  his  young  son.  He  had  a 
brother  and  a  son  named  Richard. — William  B  always  spelled  his 
name  with  a  "d”  instead  of  a  "t”  (Robcrds).  Mr.  Robcrds  owned 
several  farms  in  Buncombe  and  Yancey  Co.  Yancey  County  at  that 
time  took  in  Walnut  Creek  and  Brush  Creek. 

In  the  grantors  index  of  the  D.A.R.  found  in  the  D.A.R.  Library 
in  Washington,  D.  C.  we  find  many  references  to  the  Roberts  settlers 
of  this  section.  Here  we  find  that  William  B.  Roberts  granted  to  Hugh 
Hamilton  Sr.  148  acres  on  Flat  Creek  June  5,  1822.  Recorded  Oct. 
27,  1835  in  Book  19,  Page  372.  And  on  Jan.  2,  1  832  he  granted  to 
Jon  Fox  150  acres  on  Big  Ivy,  recorded  Dec.  3,  1898.  At  first  it 
seems  strange  that  so  long  a  time  expired  between  the  time  that  these 
grants  were  made  and  the  time  that  they  were  recorded  at  the  register’s 
office.  But  in  those  days  people  some  times  had  to  take  days  to  get  to 
a  county  seat  in  order  to  register  documents.  They  often  wrote  out: 
a  deed  in  their  own  handwriting  and  on  any  kind  of  papci,  signed 
and  had  it  witnessed  and  gave  it  to  the  one  who  bought  the  land. 
And  if  he  resold  the  land  before  he  had  a  chance  to  have  it  tecoidcd, 
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he  would  make  a  new  deed  and  pass  his  deed  and  the  one  made  to  him 
on  to  the  new  purchaser  of  the  land.  Wiicn  he  got  to  the  county  seat 
would  have  both  deeds  recorded.  \'v hy  hurry?  hand  was  only 
worth  a  few  cents  per  acre  at  that  time.  On  Dec.  26,  7  83 7,  W.  B. 
Roberts  deeded  to  Elisha  Peters  2  02  acres  on  Big  Ivy.  Recorded  Oct. 
2~i,  1839,  Book  21,  page  534,  and  on  Nov.  20,  1  83  5  he  deeded  to 
William  Roberts  26  acres  on  Big  Ivy,  recorded  in  Book  24,  page  234. 

On  the  14th  day  of  April,  1834,  William  B.  Roberts  filed  an 
entry  on  80  acres  on  the  north  side  of  Big  Ivy,  in  Buncombe  county, 
N.  C.,  and  on  May  13,  1  83  5,  the  state  of  North  Carolina  granted 
him  title  to  this  80  acres,  being  Grant  No.  3274.

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And  on  January  12,  1  837  he  deeded  to  his  son  Gaines  Roberds 
80  acres  of  land  lying  on  the  north  side  of  Big  Ivy  and  describes  this 
tract  as  being  the  land  on  which  he  had  made  entry  on  the  14th  day 
of  April,  1  834. 
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And  we  find  that  in  1847  this  same  80  acres  was  owned  by  his 
son  Robert  and  was  sold  by  the  county  of  Buncombe  for  taxes  of 
two  dollars,  fm.  R.  Keith  (son-in-law  of  \\4  B.  Roberds  and 
brother-in-law  of  Robert)  bid  in  the  land  for  $2.00  plus  cost  of 
$4.48 — Total  $6.48.  Mr.  Keith  transferred  his  bid  to  Polly  Roberds, 
his  mother-in-law  and  wife  of  Wm.  B.  and  she  got  the  80  acres  for 
$6.48.  Mrs.  Roberds  (Polly)  was  living  on  this  80  acre  tract  at  that 
time  as  is  stated  in  the  deed,  made  by  the  county  of  Buncombe  to  her. 
This  deed  was  recorded  in  the  registers  o t  deeds  oiiicc  in.  Marshall, 
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Madison  County,  N.  C.,  on  Nov.  5,  1  8  54  in  Book  A,  page  1912.  ike 
land  v/as  in  Buncombe  Co.  when  deeded  to  grandma  Polly  Pm  herds  on 
April  14,  1847.  Madison  Co.  was  organized  from  Buncombe  and 
Yancey  in  1851  and  the  deed  was  recorded  in  Madison  Co.  Mrs. 
Pm  herds  would  have  had  to  go  about  18  miles  to  reacn  the  registers 
office  for  Buncombe  Co.  at  Asheville.  But  when  Madison  Co.  was 
organized  and  Marshall  became  her  county  seat  she  only  had  about  two 
miles  to  go  to  record  Iter  deed.  W.  B.  Roherds  lived  in  Tennessee  roi 
some  years  and  at  one  time  tended  a  toll  bridge  on  tnc  I  amt  Cieek 
between  Paint  Rock  and  Greenville,  i  ennessee. 


We  print  here  deeds — a  promissory  note  signed  by  William  B. 
llobcrds  and  his  son  Gaines.  Also  a  letter  addressed  to  him  on  Brush 
Creek  just  a  few  months  before  he  was  killed  by  a  falling  tree.

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roberts  settled  on  Sweet  Water  Creek  in  Madison 
Co.  and  engaged  in  farming.  He  enlisted  in  Co.  C,  64th  Regt.,  July  15, 
1862,  and  served  to  the  end  of  the  war.  He  was  a  musician,  playing  a 
fife.  After  the  war  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Roberts  settled  on  Walnut  Creek 
where  he  again  took  up  farming.  He  was  a  blacksmith  and  wagon- 
wright  and  wheelwright,  and  in  later  life  devoted  most  of  his  time 
to  this  work.  He  was  ordained  a  preacher  in  the  Disciples  of  Christ 
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Church,  and  on  Oct.  24,  1881  a  church  of  this  faith  was  organized 
at  the  home  of  Mr.  Roberts.  (  He  was  then  living  near  the  Walnut 
Run  Church  on  Walnut  Creek)  Mr.  Roberts  was  secretary  of  this 
meeting,  and  fortunately  we  have  a  scrap  of  the  paper  upon  which 
he  kept,  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  in  his  own  handwriting.  We  here 
print  the  contents  of  this  so  ap  of  paper,  the  record  of  this  meeting 
as  recorded  by  Mr.  Roberts,  and  in  it  we  find  him  mentioned  as  Revt. 
J.  A.  Roberts. 


"N.  C.  Madison  Co.  Oct.  the  24  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  1881. 
We  the  disciples  of  Christ  in  the  spirit  of  unity,  wlion  God  has  seen 
fit  to  call  out  of  darkness  into  his  marvlias  light  clearly  of  the  gospel! 
of  our  Lord  and  Saveour  Jesus  Christ  and  all  of  us  has  bin  regular 
babtised  on  an  aperancc  of  grace  in  Christ  do  this  day,  Oct.  24,  1881 
agree  to  organise  into  a  church  —a  prisbetary  of  ministers.

(The  paper  is  so  worn  and  parts  missing  that  we  cannot  make  out 
the  last  part  of  it.)  Then  we  have  only  a  scrap  of  the  following  page 
where  we  find  some  of  the  members.  It  too  is  only  a  scrap  with 
parts  of  names  missing.  We  read  it  as  follows.  "Names  of  the  members.

Then  there  arc  six  others  whose  first  names  are  missing  and  only 
the  last  names  are  left.  They  are  Sames,  Crane,  Sames,  Kirkendall,  Lun 
and  Lun. 

We  print  here  photostatic  copies  of  the  scraps  of  paper  on  which 
this  record  was  found.  They  were  found  in  a  trunk  left  by  Mr.  Roberts. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Roberts  of  Mt.  Olive,  Miss.,  informs  us  that  this  meeting 
was  held  at  his  father’s  home  on  Walnut  Creek  near  the  Walnut  Run 
church.  Fie  was  then  7  years  of  age  and  remembers  this  meeting. 

It  is  fortunate  that  we  have  these  scraps  of  paper.  They  give  us 
an  insight  into  the  activity  of  Mr.  Roberts,  and  although  he  was  a 
blacksmith  and  farmer  by  occupation,  he  could  be  pressed  into  a  secre¬ 
taryship  and  do  a  creditable  job,  as  he  did  here,  even  though  he  may  not 
have  been  an  apt  speller.  It  also  gives  us  an  insight  into  the  religious  side 
of  his  life.  He  was  secretary  of  a  convention  of  this  church  held  at 
Greenville,  Term.,  some  years  later.  On  his  death  bed  and  shortly 
before  he  died  he  made  this  statement:  "I  have  preached  the  word  and 
we  know  that  we  pass  from  death  unto  life  because  we  love  the 
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brethren.  Tell  them  all  that  I  love  them.5’  Mr.  Roberts  always  called 
himself  Jim  Buck  Roberts.  Why  the  "Buck”?  Wc  do  not  know.  lie 
called  his  sons  "Little  Bucks”.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  James  A.  Roberts  are  buried 
across  the  road  and  to  the  left  of  the  Methodist  Church  at  Walnut,

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T  he  earliest  Crane  families  in  America  seem  to  be  headed  by 
John  Crane  of  Boston.  He  was  there  as  early  as  January  8,  1637. 


Jasper  Crane  attended  a  meeting  of  the  Free  Planters  held  in 
Mrs.  Newman’s  barn  at  New  Haven  June  4,  1637. 

Samuel  Crain  was  in  Dorchester,  Mass.,  in  1640,  where  he  was 
elected  to  serve  on  a  committee  to  administer  town  affairs. 

Henry  Crane  appeared  on  the  records  in  Dorchester  in  1634, 
possible  son  of  Samuel. 

Benjamin  Crane  and  Henry  Crane,  possible  brothers,  were  in 
Wethersfield,  Conn.,  in  165  5.  Henry  went  to  Guilford,  Conn.,  was 
there  about  1660. 


Stephen  Crane  was  a  planter  in  Elizabeth,  N.  J.,  in  1666  and 
John  Cr  anc  was  at  Coventry  or  Bolton,  Conn.,  about  1712. 

Just  where  these  Cranes  came  from  we  do  not  know.  It  is  sup¬ 
posed  that  they  came  from  England  or  Wales.  However,  there  were 
a  great  many  families  by  the  name  of  Crain,  Craine,  Craync  and  a 
few  who  spelled  their  name  Crane  found  on  the  Isle  of  Man  in  the 
early  part  of  the  17th  century.  As  early  as  1606  we  find  them  in  the 
baptism  register  of  Ballaugh,  1606  to  1643.  Also  in  the  extracts  from 
the  Bradden  register  1626  to  1  689.  These  records  were  furnished  by  Mr. 
Wm.  A.  Craine  of  North  Cliff,  Dougl  as,  Isle  of  Man,  and  will  be 
printed  in  full  elsewhere  in  this  work. 

First  people  by  the  name  of  Crane  or  similar  name  in  Virginia: 
It  is  generally  agreed  that  Jasper  Crane  of  New  Haven,  Conn.,  and 
Newark,  N.  J.,  had  children  born  in  England  before  he  came  to 
America.  And  that  some  of  his  descendants  settled  in  the  southern 
states.  And  we  find  (in  Greers  Early  Virginia  Immigrants)  that  Eliza¬ 
beth  Crane  came  to  Northumberland  Co.  Va.  in  1649.  She  was  spon¬ 
sored  by  Francis  Brown. 


Fra  (probably  Frank)  Craine  was  in  Lancaster  Co.  in  1652 
sponsored  by  Mrs.  Elinor  Brocas.  George  Crane  was  in  Lancaster  Co. 
in  1  65  3  sponsored  by  Charles  Grimes.  Then  we  have  Samuel  Crane 
sponsored  by  William  Debram  1663.  Location  not  given.  Whether 
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these  Cranes  were  descendants  of  Jasper  or  came  direct  to  Virginia 
from  across  the  water  we  do  not  know.  If  they  were  descendants  from 
Jasper,  they  were  born  before  jasper  came  to  America.  This  Samuel 
Crane  may  have  been  the  same  Samuel  who  was  in  Dorchester,  Mass, 
in  1640.  If  Samuel  returned  to  England  from  Dorchester,  as  is  thought 
by  some  historians,  he  may  have  returned  to  America  with  other  mem¬ 
bers  of  his  family  and  settled  in  Virginia.  Anyway  the  first  Crane  was 
in  Virginia  just  12  years  after  the  first  one  was  on  record  in  Conn. 

First  Cranes  in  North  Carolina: 

In  the  colonial  and  state  history  of  N.  C.,  Vol.  2,  Pge.  196-199 
July  15,  1715  we  find  )ames  Crane  with  twenty-three  others  signing  a 
petition  to  ye  Lord  Commissioners  for  trade  asking  aid  for  the  agents 
for  trade  for  South  Carolina. 

In  Vol.  4,  Pge.  970  Oct.  18,  1749  William  Crain  was  granted 
200  acres  of  land  in  Bladen  Co.  Vol.  22  Pge.  372  Oct.  8,  1774 
Ambrose  Craine  is  soldier  No.  7  on  the  muster  roll  in  Granville  Co. 
under  command  of  Col.  William  Eaton,  as  taken  at  a  general  muster 
of  said  regiment. 

Vol.  9,  Pge.  591  Capt.  Benjamin  Crane  was  awarded  3  00  pounds 
6  March  1773.  (Reason  for  this  award  is  not  stated.) 

Vol.  24,  Pge.  629  Lewis  Craine  is  mentioned  in  a  group  of  men 
granted  640  acres  of  land  in  Dawson  Co.  who  were  killed  in  the  defense 
and  settlement  of  Dawson  Co.  (The  grant  was  probably  made  to  the 
families  of  those  who  were  killed.) 

Vol.  17,  Pge.  200  Thomas  Crain  is  allowed  186  pounds  Sterling 
army  pay  for  service  in  N.  C.  State  line. 

Vol.  13,  Pge.  93  5  Friday,  Oct.  27,  1779,  John  Crain  with  other 
prisoners  of  war  petitioned  for  citizenship.  The  petition  was  denied. 
Whether  they  were  British  soldiers  who  had  been  captured  or  Amer¬ 
icans  who  were  loyal  to  the  British  is  not  stated. 

Vol.  6,  Pge.  1186  Feb.  25,  1764  William  Crane  is  mentioned  in 
the  House  of  Representatives.”  Mr.  Gibson  acquaints  the  House  that 
William  Crane  together  with  six  others  went  on  a  party  in  the  back 
country  in  order  to  apprehend  several  rogues  and  vagabonds  who  are 
confederated  together  and  infest  the  frontier  and  other  counties,  com¬ 
mitting  several  outrages  and  murders  therein.  In  consequences  where 
of  the  said  William  Crane  with  his  party  took  John  Pyburne  one  of 
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the  confederates  and  hath  delivered  him  to  the  keeper  of  his  majesty’s 
gaol  at  Wilmington.  And  that  several  of  the  said  William  Crane’s  party 
are  now  out  in  quest  of  the  other  confederated  rogues,  all  which 
having  been  made  appear  to  the  House.  It  is,  therefore,  resolved  that 
the  said  William  Crane  have  and  receive  from  the  public  treasurer 
the  sum  of  fifty  pounds  out  of  the  contingent  fund  for  the  use  of  him¬ 
self  and  his  party  and  that  the  said  sum  be  allowed  the  said  treasurers  on 
passing  their  accounts  with  the  public.  Resolve  this  the  following 
message  be  sent  to  his  majesty’s  council  viz:  Gentlemen  of  bis  majesty’s 
Hon.,  council:  This  house  received  sufficient  testimony  that 
William  Crane  with  a  party  of  six  others  have  taken  John  Pyburne,  one 
of  the  Confederate  rogues  and  a  vagabond,  who  have  for  some  time 
past  infested  several  of  the  counties  of  this  province  and  committed 
sundry  outrages,  robberies  and  murders  and  delivered  him  to  the  keeper 
of  his  majesties  gaol  at  Wilmington,  In  consideration  of  which  service 
this  house  have  resolved  that  the  said  William  Crane  be  paid  the  sum 
of  fifty  pounds  for  the  use  of  himself  and  party  by  the  public  treas¬ 
urers  out  of  the  contingent  fund;  and  that  the  said  treasurers  be 
allowed  the  same  in  passing  their  accounts  with  the  public,  to  which 
desire  your  honours  concurrence.  John  Ashe,  speaker.”  This  message 
was  received  by  Mr.  Knox  and  Mr.  Wynns  at  a  council  held  at  Wil¬ 
mington  Feb.  29,  1764.  On  motion  the  foregoing  resolve  was  read, 
taken  under  consideration  and  concurred  with,  and  on  March  9,  1764 
the  Governor  concurred  with  the  house  resolve  and  Mr.  Crane’s  party 
was  awarded  50  pounds. 


Cranes  in  Buncombe  Co.,  Yancey  and  Madison  Co.,  N.  C. 

Wc  have  shown  in  the  early  part  of  this  work  Page - to 

- how  Burke  Co.  was  formed  from  Rowan  Co.  in  1777.  Bun¬ 
combe  Co.  was  formed  from  Burke  and  Rutbeford  in  1791.  Yancey 
Co.  was  formed  in  1  83  3  from  Burke  and  Buncombe.  Madison  was 
formed  in  1851  from  Buncombe  and  Yancey. 

Census  records  for  Buncombe  Co.,  N.  C.  1810.  Here  we  find  our 
first  Cranes  in  western  North  Carolina.  Here  John  Crain  (Crane) 
heads  the  list.  He  is  45  plus.  He  has  1  female  under  10  years  of 
age — 1  female  16  to  26  and  3  males  under  10  years  of  age.  Whether 
or  not  this  female  16  to  26  was  his  wife  we  do  not  know.  She  could 
have  been  26  years  of  age  in  this  age  group  and  old  enough  to  have 
been  the  mother  of  all  these  children. 
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•David  Crain  (Crane)  is  26  to  45.  His  wife  is  26  to  45.  They 
have  3  sons  under  10  and  one  10  to  16.  Two  daughters  under  lo  and 

] _ \  q  to  15  years  of  age.  They  are  the  only  families  by  the  name  of 

Crane  or  similar  name  found  in  western  North  Carolina  in  the  census 
of  1810. 

We  do  not  know  if  they  spelled  the  name  Crain  or  if  that  was 
the  enumerator’s  form  of  spelling. 

Here  John  is  the  older  and  his  family  fits  our  progenitors  family 
with  John  missing.  He  was  born  in  South  Caionna  c.a  lol5. 

David  was  the  younger  and  seems  to  have  mairied  and  staited 
a  family  earlier  than  John.  And  his  children  are  older  than  out  family 
would  have  been  at  that  time  (1810)  and  while  ne  has  the  same 
number  of  children  that  our  family  had  they  were  all  accounted  for 
in  1810.  While  John’s  family  with  young  John  who  was  born  ca 
1815  after  the  family  removed  to  S.  C.  missing,  exactly  fits  out 
family.  Therefore,  we  take  John  Crain  (Crane)  and  place  him  at 
the  head  of  our  family  as  our  progenitor,  and  No.  1  of  the  family 
in  western  North  Carolina  and  father  of  Albert,  William,  Jesse,  Lcia 
and  Mary  (Polly)  Crane,  all  of  whom  we  find  in  Buncombe  and  Yancey 

Counties  in  1840. 


David  Crain  we  believe  to  he  the  father  of  Isom  Crane,  whom  v  c 
found  in  Spartanburg  Co.,  S.  C.  in  the  census  of  1  820,  in  Buncombe 
Co.,  N.  C.  in  1  830,  in  Yancey  Co.  in  1  850  and  in  Madison  Co.  in 
1860  and  1870  (see  the  dates  and  formation  of  these  counties),  and 
Jefferson  and  James  Crane,  whom  we  found  in  Cherokee  County  in  the 
census  of  1  850;  also  Charles  Crane  whom  we  find  in  Buncombe  Co. 
in  1850.  All  born  in  South  Carolina. 


In  the  census  of  1  830  we  find  the  above  Isom  Crane  living  m 
Buncombe  County  with  his  wife  and  one  daughter  10  to  15  years  of 
age.  (See  him  in  Buncombe  Co.  Census  of  1  85  0.)  On  Dec.  8,  1836 
the  state  of  North  Carolina  granted  to  Isom  Crane  100  acres  on  Sandy- 
mush  Creek,  Buncombe  Co.  Recorded  Jan.  5,  1  83  8,  Book  21,  Page 
113,  Grant  No.  3  546 — probably  the  same  land  where  he  was  living 
in  Madison  Co.  in  1860-70.  Madison  Co.  was  formed  from  Buncombe 
in  1851. 

There  were  no  other  persons  by  the  name  of  Crane  or  similar 
name  in  the  census  of  18^0  for  Buncombe  or  Burke  Counties. 
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Census  records  for  Buncombe  Co.  1840.  Here  we  find  Albert 
Ci am,  the  oldei  of  our  family.  Here  he  is  of  3  0  and  under  40  years 
of  age.  His  wife  is  of  20  and  under  3  0.  They  have  1  male  of  5  and 
under  10  and  one  of  10  and  under  15. 

Census  of  Yancey  Co.,  N.  C.  1  840.  Here  we  find  the  three 
brothers  of  the  above  Albert.  William  Crain  heads  the  list.  He  is 
of  3  0  and  under  40  years  of  age.  His  wife  is  of  3  0  and  under  40. 
They  have  1  son  under  5 — 2  of  5  and  under  10—1  of  10  and  under 
15 — 1  of  15  and  under  20  and  one  daughter  of  10  and  under  15. 

Jesse  is  here  listed  as  of  2  0  and  under  3  0.  His  wife  is  20  and 
under  30.  They  have  no  children.  John  the  younger  of  the  family 
is  of  20  and  under  3  0.  He  is  not  married. 

Cherokee  Co.  Census  for  1840.  We  find  Jefferson  Crane,  he  is  of 
3  0  and  under  40.  His  wife  is  of  3  0  and  under  40.  They  have  two 
sons  under  5 — one  of  10  and  under  15  and  one  daughter  of  10  and 
under  15  years  of  age.  James  Crane  is  of  20  and  under  3  0.  His  wife 
is  of  20  and  under  3  0.  1  hey  have  one  daughter  under  5  years  of 

age.  J  heir  occupation  is  agriculture. 

Census  of  185  0  for  Buncombe  Co.  taken  Aug.  10.  Here  we  find 
Isom  Crane  and  tor  the  first  time  learned  his  wife’s  name  and  the 
name  and  age  of  each  member  of  tbe  family.  Here  Isom  is  70  and  his 
wife  Susanna  is  75 — both  born  in  South  Carolina. 

Charles  Crane  is  here  62  years  of  age  and  his  wife  Mary  (Polly)  is 
55  years  of  age.  Ripa  Daniel  is  13  (Female).  They  were  all  born  in 
South  Carolina.  Isom  and  Charles  certainly  are  brothers. 

Charles  removed  to  Knox  Co.,  Tennessee  sometime  between  185  0 
and  1860  where  he  died  and  was  buried  in  the  Concord  Baptist  church 
yard  at  Concord,  Tenn.  His  tombstone  inscription  reads:  Charles  Crain 
Jan.  1  1,  1783 — 97  years.  Here  we  find  tbe  tombstone  of  his  son, 
A.  M.  Crain.  His  tombstone  inscription  reads:  A.  M.  Crain  July  11, 
1825  Jtme  22,  1907.  Also  the  wife  of  A,  M.  Crain.  Her  tombstone 

inscription  reads  Mary  Crain,  wife  of  A.  M.  Crain,  Oct.  16,  1831 _ 

June  1896  Age  65. 

In  this  same  county  of  Knox  we  find  that  Polly  Crain  married 
Robert  Armstrong  1779  and  Rebecca  Crain  married  John  Sargent  in 
1  808  and  Rebecca  Craync  married  Micajah  Blackwell  Nov.  25,  1845. 
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Elizabeth  Crain  married  John  Terry  Dec.  3,  1  800.  (Sec  tombstone 
inscriptions  and  Bible  records  and  historical  manuscripts — Tenn.) 

Census  of  1850  continued.  Buncombe  Co.  Albert  Crane  is  48 
years  of  age  (Laborer)  born  in  S.  C.  His  wife  Martha  is  46 — born  in 
Virginia.  Their  children  are  Jesse  15,  Jefierson  8  and  Zach  6  years  of 
age.  All  the  children  were  born  in  North  Carolina.  Albert  removed 
to  S.  C.  and  we  have  no  further  record  of  him. 

William  Crane  is  now  listed  at  48  years  of  age  born  in  North 
Carolina.  Mary  is  49  born  in  Georgia.  Matthew  is  15  years  of  age  and 
born  in  North  Carolina.  Lewis  Crane,  son  of  the  above  William  is  now 
married  and  the  head  of  a  family.  He  is  now  2  6  years  old,  born  in 
N.  C.  and  h  as  real  estate  valued  at  2  50  dollars.  His  wife  Lydia  is  32, 
born  in  Tennessee.  Children,  Andrew  J.  is  3  months  and  Lurmantha 
is  1  year  of  age. 

Jesse  and  Susanna,  our  grandfather  and  grandmother  who  were  in 
Yancey  Co.  in  1840  and  had  no  children  are  now  (1850)  in  Buncombe 
Co.  They  have  done  well  these  ten  years.  He  is  here.  3  5  years  of  age, 
farmer  and  owns  real  estate  valued  at  100  dollars  and  has  six  children. 
Susanna  is  here  34  years  of  age.  Both  born  in  N.  C.,  children  Mary  10, 
Matilda  8,  John  Andrew  Jackson  6,  Emaline  4,  James  and  Hezikiah 
(twins)  2  years  of  age.  See  him  in  Madison  Co.  in  1860. 

Yancey  County,  North  Carolina  was  formed  in  1  83  3  from  Burke 
and  Buncombe  Counties.  It  was  named  in  honor  of  Bartlett  Yancey, 
several  times  a  member  of  the  state  legislature,  speaker  of  the  State 
Senate  and  a  member  of  Congress.  He  was  a  great  orator  and  one  of 
the  earliest  advocates  of  the  public  school  system  of  North  Carolina. 
County  Boundary: 

Beginning  on  the  extreme  height  of  the  Black  Mountain:  running 
thence  along  said  mountain  to  Ogles  improvement;  thence  along  the 
Dividing  Ridge  to  Daniel  Carter’s  Fork  Field;  thence  a  direct  course 
to  the  mouth  of  Big  Ivy  Creek;  thence  with  the  Warm  Springs  road 
by  Barnard’s  station  to  the  Three  Forks  of  Faurcl;  thence  a  direct 
line  so  as  to  include  James  Allen’s  house  to  the  Tennessee  line;  thence 
with  said  line  to  County  of  Ash;  thence  with  the  line  of  said  county 
to  the  Grand  Mother  Mountain;  thence  a  direct  course  to  the  Hump 
Back  Mountain;  thence  with  the  Blue  Ridge  Mountain  to  where  it 
intersects  the  Black  Mountain;  thence  with  the  ridge  of  said  mountain 
to  the  beginning  and  the  same  is  hereby  erected  into  a  separate  and 
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distinct  county  by  the  name  of  Yancey  with  all  the  rights,  privileges 
and  immunities  of  the  other  counties  in  the  State.  (Public  Laws 

1  833-34  Chapter  83 — Burke  Co.  Court  Minutes  1  833-34) 

Thus  the  territory  from  the  mouth  of  Ivy  northeast  of  the  Hot 
Springs  road  to  Barnard’s  Station  thence  to  the  Three  Forks  of  Laurel 
including  Brush  Creek  and  Walnut  Creek  was  in  Yancey  County;  this 
included  most  of  the  Roberts’  lands.  Brush  Creek  was  a  district  in 
Yancey  County  and  Burnsville  was  the  County  seat. 

In  the  census  records  of  1840  we  find  our  Crane  family,  with  the 
exception  of  Albert,  living  in  Yancey  Co.  William,  Jesse  and  John  were 
in  Yancey  Co.  and  Albert  was  in  Buncombe  Co. 

Albert,  the  older  of  the  boys,  was  of  3  0  and  under  40  years  of  age, 
had  one  son  of  5  and  under  10 — one  of  10  and  under  2  0  and  wife  of 

2  0  and  under  3  0  years  of  age.  On  the  Yancey  Co.  side  of  the  line 
we  find  William  Crane  (Crain)  of  3  0  and  under  40  has  one  son  under 
5 — 2  of  5  and  under  10 — 1  of  10  and  under  15 — one  of  15  and 
under  20— -one  daughter  of  10  and  under  15  and  wife  of  3  0  and  under 
40  years  of  age. 

Jesse  Crane  is  of  20  and  under  3  0 — his  wife  is  of  20  and  under 

3  0.  They  have  no  children.  (Mary,  the  oldest  of  their  children,  was 
probably  born  late  in  1840). 

John  Crain  (Crane)  was  20  to  3  0 — not  married. 

We  find  Jesse  and  his  wife  living  in  Dickens  Co.,  South  Carolina 
in  the  census  of  1  83  0.  They  were  both.  15  and  under  20  years  of  age 
and  had  no  children.  They  seem  to  have  been  married  at  least  ten  years 
before  any  children  were  born  to  them. 

Census  records — Buncombe  Co.  1  850.  Here  the  names  and  age 
of  each  member  of  the  family  as  well  as  place  of  birth  is  given.  Albert 
Crane,  still  living  in  Buncombe  Co.  is  48  years  of  age,  laborer,  born 
in  South  Carolina.  His  wife,  Martha  is  4 6  years  of  age,  born  in  Vir¬ 
ginia.  Children:  Jesse  is  15,  Jefferson  8  and  Zach  6.  All  born  in 
North  Carolina. 

Isom  Crane  is  still  living  in  Buncombe  Co.  We  found  him  in 
Spartanburg  Co.,  S.  C.,  in  the  census  of  1  820 — then  20  to  30  years 
of  age  and  in  1  830  we  find  him  in  Buncombe  Co.,  N.  C.,  of  30  and 
under  40.  His  wife  is  in  the  same  age  group— —30  to  "10  and  they 
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have  one  daughter  of  10  and  under  15.  Here  in  1  850  he  is  70  years 
of  age  and  his  wife,  Susanna  is  75.  They  have  no  children.  Both  Isom 
and  Susanna  were  born  in  South  Carolina. 


Madison  County,  North  Carolina  was  formed  in  1851  from  Bun¬ 
combe  and  Yancey  Counties  and  Ivy  Walnut  Creek  and  Brush  Creek. 
The  districts  in  which  our  Crane  and  Roberts  families  lived  in  Bun¬ 
combe  and  Yancey  counties  in  1 810 — 3  0 — 40  and  5  0  now  become 
Madison  Co. 


The  County  was  named  in  honor  of  James  Madison  the  fourth 
President  of  the  United  States.  The  first  court  was  ordered  to  be  held 
in  the  Tavern  House  of  Adolphus  Beard,  at  which  time  the  majority 
of  the  Justices  could  adjourn  to  any  other  place  they  determined 
until  a  Court  House  could  be  erected.  Seven  commissioners  were 
named  to  select  a  site  for  the  county  seat.  When  the  place  was  finally 
decided  on  the  commissioners  were  to  acquire  a  tract  of  land,  lay  out 
a  town  by  the  name  of  Marshall  and  erect  a  court  house.  Marshall 
was  named  in  honor  of  John  Marshall,  Chief  Justice  of  the  United 
States  1801  to  183  5. 


County  Boundary:  Beginning  on  the  Paint  Rock  on  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  line  and  running  with  that  line  cast  to  the  top  of  the  ridge 
that  divides  the  waters  of  Ivy  and  Laurel  from  the  waters  of  Caney 
River;  then  with  the  top  of  said  ridge  by  way  of  Ivy  Gap  and  Paint 
Gap,  and  passing  the  same  to  a  ridge  that  divides  the  waters  of  Big 
Ivy  from  those  of  little  Ivy  being  a  spur  of  the  Black  Mountain; 
thence  with  the  top  of  that  ridge  to  the  junction  of  Big  Ivy  and 
Little  Ivy;  thence  a  direct  course  to  the  mouth  of  Sandymush  Creek; 
thence  up  said  creek  to  the  fork  there  of;  thence  with  the  top  of  the 
ridge  that  divides  the  waters  of  big  and  little  Sandymush  Creeks  to 
the  Haywood  line  then  with  the  said  line  to  the  line  of  the  State  of 
Tennessee  and  with  that  line  to  the  line  of  the  beginning.  (Public 
Laws  1  8  50-5  1  Ch.  36).  And  in  1901  an  act  changing  the  boundary 
line  between  the  counties  of  Buncombe  and  Madison  was  passed.  That 
part  of  the  boundary  line  between  the  counties  of  Buncombe  and 
Madison  from  the  forks  of  little  Ivy  and  Big  Ivy  to  the  lower  end  of 
J.  M.  Sam’s  farm  where  the  said  line  crosses  and  leaves  Ivy  River  be 
and  the  same  is  hereby  changed  so  as  to  make  the  said  partition  of  the 
boundary  line  run  with  the  meanders  of  said  river.  (Public  Laws  1901 
Ch.  95) 
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The  new  county  of  Madison  took  in  most  of  the  lands  that  were 
granted  to  the  Roberts’  families  in  Buncombe  Co. 

First  census  for  Madison  1860.  Here  we  again  find  Isom  or 
(Isam)  Crane  living  at  the  same  place  where  he  has  lived  for  3  0 
years — first  in  Buncombe  then  Yancey  and  now  Madison  Co.  He  is 
here  listed  at  70  years  of  age,  farmer,  born  in  S.  C.,  has  personal 
property  valued  at  175  dollars.  He  is  living  alone.  If  he  was  70 
years  old  as  stated  in  the  census  of  1  850  he  should  be  80  instead  of 
70  in  1  860.  1  here  are  many  such  errors  found  in  the  census  records. 
We  have  no  further  record  of  him.  He  probably  died  between  1860- 
1  870.  On  Dec.  10,  1897  Isam  Crane  deeded  to  William  V.  Roberts 
50  acres  on  Turkey  Creek,  Buncombe  Co.  Recorded  in  Book  101, 
page  5  56.  This  was  probably  a  grandson  of  the  former  Isom  as  he 
would  hardly  have  been  living  at  this  time. 

William  Crane  is  now  in  Madison  Co.  Fie  is  here  5  8  years  of 
age,  born  in  N.  C.  His  wife  Polly  is  59,  born  in  Georgia.  They  own 
real  estate  valued  at  800  dollars.  Children:  Albert  14  (he  enlisted  July 

15,  1  862,  Co.  C,  64  Rgt.  N.  C.  Inf.),  Polly  (Mary)  is  12  years  of 
age.  Mr.  Crane  later  removed  to  Unicoy  Co.,  Tenn.  where  lie  lived 
on  Indian  Creek.  See  him  in  Madison  Co.  in  1870. 

Here  we  find  our  grandfather,  Jesse  Crain,  with  his  family  now 
living  in  Madison  in  1  860  and  on  the  same  farm  where  he  lived  in 
Yancey  Co.  in  1  850.  His  location  was  in  the  Hickory  Flats  near 
Jewell  Hill,  now  Walnut,  N.  C.  His  real  estate  is  now  valued  at  23  0 
dollars.  Fie  is  here  50  years  old  (he  was  35  in  1  850  census).  Grandma 
Susanna  is  now  48.  She  was  34  in  1850.  (The  enumerators  did  a 
lot  of  guessing  in  those  days).

Here  Mary  is  missing,  she  having  married.  Mathilda  17,  John  A.  J. 

16,  Emaline  13,  James  Thomas  10,  Hesikah  10  (twins)  William 
Franklin  7,  Joseph  R.  5  (this  should  read  Joseph  C.),  Eda  2.  Marion 
was  born  after  the  census  and  died  at  6  weeks. 

John  Crane,  the  younger  of  our  family,  is  in  Madison  Co.  now 
with  5  more  children.  Here  John  is  48,  born  in  S.  C.,  value  of  personal 
estate  50  dollars.  Mrs.  Crane  "Elizabeth”  is  3  6,  born  in  N.  C.  William 
is  19,  Emaline  16,  Eliza  13,  Lieneasy  12  (her  name  was  spelled  Louisa 
in  the  census  of  1850),  Vina  11,  Mary  A.  15,  John  8,  Barnet  5  and 
Jesse  2. 
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And  in  the  census  for  1870  Township  1 — Madison  Co.  we  find 
Jesse’s  widow  Susanna  living  with  6  of  her  children.  Emaline  is  now 
21,  James  is  19,  Hezekiah  19  (twins),  William  16,  Joseph  13  and 
Eda  12.  Here  we  find  William  (son  of  John)  14  years  of  age  and 
working  as  a  farm  laborer  for  Elias  Gentry. 

William,  living  in  the  same  township,  is  now  67  years  of  age  and 
Mary  (Polly)  is  now  6  8.  None  of  their  children  are  living  with 
them.  William  and  Mary  removed  to  Unicoy  Co.,  Tenn.  where  we 
find  them  in  18  80.  Both  disabled  and  feeble,  they  are  living  near 
their  son  Lewis.  William  is  now  78  and  Mary  79.  Here  William  states 
that  he  was  born  in  N.  C.,  that  his  father  was  born  in  S.C.  and  his 
mother  in  Va.  Mary  was  born  in  Georgia  and  both  her  father  and 
mother  were  born  in  Georgia. 


CRANES  (CRAIN E)  (CRAIN) 

OF  WESTERN  NORTH  CAROLINA 

We  have  shown  in  the  preceding  pages  how  the  counties  of 
Buncombe,  Yancey,  and  Madison  were  organized  and  how  our  families 
of  Crane,  Craine,  or  Crain  were  found  first  living  in  Buncombe  Co.  in 
1810,  then  in  Yancey  Co.  in  1830,  1840,  and  1830,  and  that  while 
their  location  was  the  same,  because  of  the  reorganization  of  new  coun¬ 
ties  their  counties  changed. 

H  JOHN  CRAIN  (Crane)  heads  the  list.  He  was  in  Buncombe 
County  in  1810.  He  came  from  South  Carolina  (apparently  from 
Pendleton  or  Greenville  Co.)  where  the  older  of  his  children  were 
born.  He  lived  in  Buncombe  Co.,  N.  C.,  for  a  while  and  returned  to 
South  Carolina,  where  the  youngest  of  his  sons,  John,  was  born.  We 
find  several  John  Cranes  in  those  counties  in  S.  C.  in  the  census 
records  of  1820-30-40.  Family  tradition  says  that  he  died  in  S.  C.  and 
his  widow  remarried  and  died  there.  He  was  past  45  years  of  age 
in  1810.  His  wife  was  between  20  and  2  6.

They 
have  3  sons  under  10  and  1 — 10  to  14,  2  daughters  under  10  and 
1- — 10  to  15  years  of  age.  We  find  no  further  record  of  David  and 
his  family.

The  census  of  1880 
lists  Mr.  Crane  at  78  and  Mary  at  79.  Both  listed  as  being  disabled. 
Here  Mr.  Crain  states  "that  he  was  born  in  N.  C.  and  that  his  father 
was  born  in  S.  C.  and  his  mother  was  born  in  Va.  His  wife,  Mary, 

was  born  in  Ga.”  Mr.  Crane  enlisted  July  4,  1861,  Co.  C,  64  Regt. 

N.  C.  Confederate  Army  under  Capt.  C.  N.  Candler.  Part  of  this 
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regiment  was  captured  at  the  Cumberland  Gap  Sept.  9,  1863.  Capt. 
Candlers  report  states  that  there  were  40  men  under  one  officer,  a 
2nd  Lieut,  captured  and  lists  William  Crane  as  one  of  the  captured.

lg.  Letta  Crain2  [4]  (John1)  m.  James  Clemmons.  On  June  15, 
1870,  Mrs.  Clemmons  was  living  in  Madison  Co.  near  Marshall.  She 
stated  that  she  was  then.  66  years  of  age  and  born  in  S.  C.  She  had 
two  sons  living  with  her,  namely  William  Clemmons  then  20  years  of 
age,  who  was  doing  farm  work,  and  Robert  Clemmons,  18,  at  home 
not  occupied.  Mrs.  Clemmons  family  number  was  68,  and  the  next 
family  was  No.  69  and  was  John  Clemmons.  Lie  was  24  years  of 
age  and  no  doubt  was  her  son.  His  wife,  Elizabeth,  was  3  3.  I  hey 
had  one  daughter  1  year  old  and  listed  with  them  was  Franklin  Lytle. 

18  I /2t  Polly  (Mary)  Crain2  [5]  (John1)  m.  John  Griffith.  He 
was  a  school  teacher  and  lived  at  Newport,  Tenn.  We  find  no  record 
of  this  family,  as  the  East  Tenn.  records  were  destroyed  by  fire. 

19.  Jesse  Crane2  [6]  (John1)  b.  in  N.  C.  ca  1810.  Married 
Susanna,  daughter  of  James  and  Pollie  (Mary)  (Gosness)  Byrd,  b. 
in  N.  C.  1812.  They  were  in  Yancey  Co.  in  1840,  Buncombe  Co.  in 
1850  and  lived  at  Jewell  Hill,  now  Walnut,  N.  C.,  in  1860.  Mr.  Crane 
was  a  farmer,  was  accidentally  killed  by  a  threshing  machine  in  1861 
or  2.  When  threshing  they  wore  long  aprons  to  protect  their  clothes. 
Mr.  Crane  stepped  across  the  universal  rod  that  ran  from  the  horse¬ 
power  to  the  threshing  gin.  His  apron  caught  and  was  wound  up  on 
the  rod  and  he  was  killed  before  the  machine  could  be  stopped.  Airs. 
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Crane  died  Jan.  10,  1  89  8.  They  are  buried  across  the  road  and  to 
the  left  of  the  M.  E.  Church  at  Walnut,  N.  C.

He  again  engaged  in  farming  on 
Brush  Creek  near  Walnut,  N.  C.,  where  he  died.  While  he  was  at 
Cumberland  Gap,  a  daughter,  Etta,  was  born.  Mrs.  Trcdway  walked

from  Walnut,  N.  C.,  to  Cumberland  Gap,  Tenn.,  a  distance  of  more 
than  100  miles,  carrying  Etta  in  her  arms,  that  her  husband  might  see 
his  baby.  Mr.  Tredway  bought  a  horse  for  her  to  ride  home.  The 
second  day  on  her  way  home  a  band  of  rebel  soldiers  took  the  horse 
away  from  her  and  she  walked  again,  carrying  the  baby  in  her  arms. 
Mrs.  Tredway  died  Dec.  31,  1927,  and  is  buried  beside  her  husband  at 
Walnut,  N.  C.  She  was  a  Civil  War  pensioner.

49.  John  Andrew  Jackson  Crane3  [22]  enlisted  July  16,  1  862, 
Co.  EL,  2nd  Battalion  Infantry,  Thomas  Legion,  under  Capt.  L.  M. 
Allen  and  was  assigned  to  the  Army  of  Va.  Wounded  in  Roanoke 
Island,  Feb.  IS,  1863,  his  right  hand  was  shot  off,  leaving  only  his 
thumb.  Elis  widowed  mother  was  then  living  on  the  Hickory  flats 
near  Jewell  Hill,  now  Walnut,  N.  C.  John  returned  home  and  was 
convalescing  when  a  band  of  tones  came  by  and  took  him  out  on  a 
mountain  trail,  shot  him,-  took  his  clothes,  and  threw  his  body  across 
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a  log.  His  sister,  Mathilda,  and  Aunt  Letta  heard  the  shot  and  fearing 
that  he  had  been  killed,  followed  the  path  until  they  found  his  body. 

He  was  only  17  years  of  age.  Joe  Rice  and  Jeff  Munson  and  a  "yellow 

negro"  named  Frank  Gudge  carried  the  body  home.  . 

Joseph  Cephus  Crane  was  only  7  years  of  age  at  the  time  his 
brother  John  was  killed.  Fie  always  had  a  vivid  memory  of  the  details 
in  connection  with  his  brother’s  death,  and  at  the  age  of  72  he  gave 
the  following  account  as  he  remembered  it. 

"John’s  wound  on  his  right  hand  had  healed  so  that  he 

could  use  the  hand.  He  was  out  in  the  held  putting  up  hay  (in 

the  second  year  of  the  Civil  War).  A  band  of  Tories  came  to 
their  home  and  told  John  that  they  were  going  to  take  him  back 
to  his  regiment.  He  went  with  them  willingly.  Flis  family  feared 
for  his  life,  and  when  they  heard  a  shot  they  knew  that  they  had 
killed  him.  They  took  his  clothes  and  threw  his  nude  body  across 
a  log,  where  his  sister  Mathilda  and  Aunt  Letta  found  him.  The 

man  who  fired  the  fatal  shot  was - 

On  the  day  following,  a  party  of  John’s  friends  came  by 
the  home  and  learned  of  his  death.  One  of  these  men  told  the 
family  that  Crane  was  his  mess  mate  on  Roanoke  Island,  and 
they  vowed  that  they  would  kill  the  men  that  killed  him  before 
they  ate  or  slept.  Accordingly,  the  following  day  the  party  was 
overtaken  and  every  man  was  killed.  Dick  Norton  claimed  to 
have  been  up  in  a  sarvis  tree  picking  sarvises.  He  saw  this  party 

coming  toward  him  with - .  Fie  jumped  out  of  the  tree  and 

hid  behind  a  log  and  saw - put  to  death.”

a  farmer  and  cattle  raiser,  lived  all  of  his  life  in  Madison  Co.  near 
Walnut  and  Marshall,  N.  C.  where  he  owned  land,  and  one  of  Ins 
sons,  James  F.  (by  his  second  wife)  now  resides  on  this  farm.  He 
himself  lived  on  this  same  farm  when  a  boy.  It  was  Mr.  Crane  s 
custom  in  the  spring  of  the  year  when  farmers’  cows  were  freshing  to 
go  around  over  Madison  and  other  adjoining  counties  and  buy  up  the 
spring  calves  from  farmers  who  wished  to  get  rid  of  the  calves  so 
as  to  have  the  milk  for  their  families.  He  always  named  the  calf 
after  some  one  of  the  family  from  whom  the  calf  was  bought, 
and  if  he  had  forty  or  sixty  head  of  cattle  on  the  farm,  he  did  not 
have  to  count  them  to  know  that  one  was  missing;  at  a  glance  he 
could  tell  just  what  one  was  missing  by  name.  For  many  years  he 
would  range  a  bunch  of  cattle  on  Little  Hurricane  Creek  in  the  vicinity 
of  the  Big  Rich  Mountain,  and  he  always  had  a  "belled”  heifer  who 
wore  a  big  bell  that  could  be  heard  for  miles.  Two  of  these  heifers 
will  always  stand  out  in  my  memory:  Linda,  so  named  because  she 
was  bought  from  Linda  Frisby,  and  Cassie,  bought  from  Cassie  Ramsey. 
During  the  summer  when  the  cattle  were  ranging  in  the  mountains, 
we  would  make  frequent  trips  to  round  up  and  salt  them,  and  often 
we  would  get  out  on  a  ridge  and  listen  for  the  bell;  maybe  they 
would  be  lying  down  and  not  a  sound  of  the  bell  could  be  heard, 
and  then  Dad  would  call  "Linda-a-a-a”  or  "Cassa-a-a-a”.  He  would 
not  make  many  calls  before  you  would  hear  that  bell,  and  as  soon  as 
they  would  be  in  hearing,  you  would  hear  them  answer  his  call  and 
lead  the  herd  straight  to  him,  for  they  knew  that  there  was  salt 
where  the  call  came  from. 

I  remember  once  someone  came  to  Dad  and  told  him  that  he  had 
been  in  the  vicinity  of  where  the  cattle  were  ranging  and  that  he  had 
seen  the  cattle  cross  the  Laurel  River;  that  they  were  headed  for  home 
and  were  near  the  Walnut  Gap.  The  following  day  Dad  saddled  old 
Maude,  one  of  the  fine  mares  that  he  owned  at  that  time,  took  me 
up  behind  him,  and  we  went  out  to  round  up  the  cattle.  (It  was 
necessary  that  one  of  us  be  on  foot  when  we  reached  the  cattle). 
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When  we  arrived  at  the  Walnut  Gap,  we  found  plenty  of  signs  that 
the  cattle  had  been  there,  but  could  not  tell  just  which  way  they 

had  gone.  We  started  for  the  top  of  a  ridge  where  we  could  hear 

the  bell  for  a  long  way  should  the  cattle  be  on  the  move,  and  on  the 
way  up  the  ridge,  Dad  showed  me  where  a  flock  of  wild  turkeys  had 
been  scratching  in  an  old  rotten  log.  On  reaching  the  top  of  the 
ridge,  we  ran  out  of  cattle  signs,  and  not  a  sound  of  the  bell  could 
be  heard.  I  again  got  up  behind  Dad  on  old  Maude’s  back,  and  we 
started  back  down  the  ridge  to  the  road.  (Dad  always  carried  a 
gun  across  the  saddle  in  front  of  him  when  out  looking  after  the 
cattle,  and  when  in  the  field  you  would  always  find  a  gun  near  him 
for  crows  and  hawks.  There  were  no  game  laws  in  those  days,  and 
often  he  would  bring  something  home  for  dinner.  (Quail,  you  know', 
is  not  bad  for  breakfast).  On  this  trip  he  had  the  double  barrel 

shot  gun  across  the  saddle,  and  as  we  reached  the  old  loe  where  we 

cu  '  O 

had  seen  the  turkey  sign  on  our  way  up  the  ridge,  a  mother  turkey 
with  a  flock  of  young  rose  to  the  air  in  front  of  him.  He  stuck  the 
old  double  barrel  out  between  old  Maude’s  ears — "blewcy” — and  a 
young  turkey  hit  the  dust.  We  found  that  the  cattle  had  turned 
back,  recrossed  the  Laurel  River,  and  returned  to  their  range  land 
where  the  wild  pea  vine  that  grew  in  the  woods  kept  them  fat.  Mr. 
Crane  used  both  a  brand  and  an  ear  mark  on  his  cattle.  His  brand  was 
(J.C. )  his  car  mark  was  a  split  and  underbit  in  the  right  and  a  hole 
and  swallow  fork  in  the  left  ear.  Now,  in  the  later  years  of  my  life, 
I  look  back  on  the  years  of  my  boyhood  spent  on  the  farm — think 
of  the  line  draft  animals  that  Dad  owned — Maude  and  her  teammate 
Bess,  a  fine  team  of  mares;  Old  Tom,  Big  Jim  and  Big  Dell,  Little 
Jim  and  Little  Dell  and  George — 6  fine  mules;  Fanny  and  her  daughter 
Dolly,  2  saddle  mares.  And  then  I  think  of  the  hunting  days,  when 
Mother’s  four  brothers — -Uncles  Richard,  James,  Frank  and  P^obert 
Roberts  would  come  to  our  place  for  a  week’s  hunting  at  Christmas 
time,-  and  I  know  that  we  were  happy. 

There  are  other  happy  memories  of  our  family  life  and  of  Dad 
and  Mother — things  that  give  us  many  happy  reflections.  For  instance 
there  was  Harlie  Rector  whom  we  all  think  and  speak  of  as  a  brother. 
Harlie’s  father  and  mother,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Dolph  Rector  were  neighbors 
of  ours  and  we  thought  a  great  deal  of  them.  First  Mrs.  Rector 
died  and  a  year  or  so  later  Mr.  Rector  passed  on,  leaving  Harlie  and 
three  younger  sisters.  Other  families  took  the  girls  and  Harlie  cam? 
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to  live  with  us.  Pic  says  that  he  lived  with  Mr.  Crane  for  eight  years. 
He  married  "Ammie”,  daughter  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  William  L.  Plemmons. 
They  raised  12  fine  children — six  girls  and  six  bays.  And  one  of  his 
fine  girls  "Clara”  became  our  sister-in-law.  She  married  Robert  S. 
Craine,  youngest  son  of  our  father  by  his  second  wife.  They  were 
married  June  3  0,  1949  and  in  July  that,  year  I  was  visiting  in  N.  C. 
and  Robert  and  his  bride  took  me  to  see.  Uncle  Richard  Roberts  in 
the  Rig  Laurel  section.  Robert  introduced  his  bride  and  Uncle 
Richard  asked  "And  whose  daughter  are  you?”  She  answered  "Harlic 
Rectors”.  To  which  Uncle  Richard  quipped  "Just  think,  Joe  Craine 
raised  a  boy  to  raise  a  girl  to  be  his  daughter-in-law”. 

Then  there  were  the  Ellington  boys,  William  and  Joe.  Their 
father  and  mother  had  been  neighbors  of  ours  when  we  lived  on 
Walnut  Creek.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Ellington  passed  away  when  William 
and  Joe  .  were  around  13  to  16  years  of  age  and  Dad  was  appointed 
administrator  of  the  father’s  estate,  which  consisted  of  a  little  mountain 
farm  of  a  few  acres,  and  guardian  of  the  boys.  Dad  arranged  with 
the  Probate  Court  to  hold  the  little  farm  for  the  boys  when  they 
grew  up.  He  took  the  boys  to  his  home  and  kept  them  until  they  were 
of  age.  William  got  married  and  he  and  Joe  went  back  to  their  little 
farm  to  live. 

Rachel  Ann  (Roberts)  Crane,  first  wife  of  Joseph  Ccphus  Crane, 
was  born  near  Marshall,  North  Carolina  January  24,  1854,  daughter  of 
James  Allen  and  Eliza  Jane  Roberts.1  (William  BE,  William,  Jr.,2 
William,  Sr.1)  At  the  age  of  6  years  she  accidentally  got  her  right 
hand  caught  in  a  cane  mill,  and  her  hand  and  forearm  were  so  badly 
mangled  that  her  arm  had  to  be  amputated  two  inches  below  the  elbow. 
At  the  age  of  13  (1867)  she  joined  the  Free  Will  Baptist  Church  at 
Jewell  Hill — now  (Walnut)  N.  C.  She  was  baptized  in  a  pond 
in  Hopwell  Creek  just  below  where  the  Walnut  Gap  road  crosses  Flop- 
well  Creek  at  the  foot  of  the  hill  below  Walnut. 

She  studied  vocal  music  under  William  Walker  who  compiled 
and  published  "The  Christian  Harmony  of  Southern  Melodies”  (pub¬ 
lished  in  1  83  5  and  later  revised),  and  got  her  diploma  under  Foster,  a 
local  master.  Her  musical  training  was  in  sacred  music  and  no  one 
loved  those  old  sacred  hymns  more  than  she. 

She  married  at  Marshall,  N.  C.,  August  15,  1  875  Joseph  Ccphus 
Crane.  They  set  up  housekeeping  in  a  log  house  on  the  Allen  Branch 
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near  the  headwaters  of  Brush  Creek  where  five  of  her  seven  children 
were  born.  She  transferred  her  church  membership  to  the  Red  Hill 
Freewill  Baptist  Church  where  it  remained  throughout  her  life.  She 
was  a  faithful  church  worker,  often  teaching  adult  Bible  and  Sunday 
School  classes.  And  when  there  was  sickness  in  the  neighborhood 
whether  it  was  man,  woman  or  child  she  was  the  first  to  be  called. 
Many  the  time  that  I  have  known  her  to  get  out  of  bed  in  the  wee 
hours  of  the  morning  and  go  to  some  neighbor’s  house  where  there 
was  sickness.  While  she  was  not  a  registered  midwife  she  officiated  at 
the  birth  of  many  neighbor  children. 
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She  never  permitted  the  loss  of  her  right  hand  to  be  a  handicap. 
She  always  said  that  "where  there  is  a  will  there  is  a  way”  and  she 
could  do  anything  that  anyone  else  could  do’  and  was  never  idle. 
I  have  watched  her  for  hours  as  she  carded  wool  into  rolls*  then  spun 
it  into  yarn  on  the  old  spinning  wheel  and  then  knit  it  into  socks 
and  stockings  for  her  family.  Knit  with  one  hand?  Yes!  and  as 
fast  as  anyone.  She  would  cross  her  legs,  hold  her  knitting  on  her 
knee  with  her  little  arm  and  knit  with  her  left  hand — throwing  the 
thread  over  the  needle  with  her  left  forefinger  and  without  ever  losing 
hold  of  the  knitting  needle.  To  "stitch”  she  would  baste  the  garment 
that  she  was  going  to  make  together  so  as  to  hold  it  in  place  then 
she  would  cross  her  knees  over  one  end  of  the  material  to  hold  it — 
pin  the  other  end  around  her  little  arm  or  to  the  sleeve  on  her  arm 
so  as  to  draw  the  garment  straight  and  then  with  her  left  hand  stitch 
as  fast  and  as  neat  as  anyone.  Many  the  quilt  I  have  seen  her  make 
on  the  old  quilting  frame. 


At  threshing  and  corn  harvesting  time  the  neighbors  would 
gather  in  the  men  to  help  with  the  farm  work  and  the  ladies  to  help 
with  the  cooking — and  when  the  meal  was  prepared  and  being  served 
you  would  find  her  and  some  of  her  old  cronies  huddled  off  in  a  room 
or  on  the  porch  singing  the  old  sacred  hymns  which  she  loved  so  much 
and  could  sing  so  well. 


I  have  crossed  the  Rocky  and  Cascade  mountains  more  than  two 
thousand  times  during  my  adult  life  and  many  a  night  when  all  the 
passengers  in  the  Pullman  cars  of  which  I  was  in  charge  had  retired,  I 
have  gone  in  a  room,  raised  the  window  shades  and  watched  the  snow 
capped  mountains  while  humming  the  old  songs  that  my  mother  sang 
when  I  was  a  child  and  felt  that  I  had  had  a  visit  with  her— felt 
a  little  closer  to  God — felt  the  reassurance  that  some  day  we  will 
meet  again.  And  again  and  again  I  have  hummed  that  dear  old  song 
"Hello  Central  give  me  Heaven  for  my  Mother’s  there.  You  will  find 
her  with  the  angels  on  the  golden  stair.  She’s  the  fairest  of  the  fair 
on  the  heavenly  strand.  Hello  Central  give  me  Heaven  for  my  Mother’s 
there.”  And  in  my  mind’s  eye  1  could  see  her  as  she  performed  her 
labors  of  love  for  her  family  and  my  heart  would  swell  to  fill  my 
chest  with  love,  gratitude  and  admiration  for  my  angel  mother.  And 
then  my  heart  would  fill  to  overflowing  with  the  words  of  another  song 
that  I  shall  always  love — "My  mother’s  dear  hand,  her  beautiful  hand 
which  guided  me  safe  o’er  life’s  sands.”  I’ll  bless  God’s  name  for 
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the  memory  of  mother’s  own  beautiful  hand. 

She  died  April  14,  1908  and  is  buried  in  the  family  lot  just 
across  the  road  from  the  Methodist  Church  at  Walnut,  N.  C.

Known  the  claim¬ 
ant  3  0  years.”  James  Roberts  Signed  statement  as  acting  Justice  of 
the  Peace. 

Hiram  Crain  was  6 3  years  old  March  1,  1  853,  born  about  1790 
at  Swangstown,  N.  C. 

State  of  North  Carolina  on  the  21st.  day  of  March,  1  885,  Cleveland 
Co.,  N.  C. 

Personally  appeared  before  me  Isaac  Erwin,  one  of  the  Justices 
of  Peace  in  and  for  the  said  District  (Co.).  Mr.  Pliram  Crain  age 
72  years,  resident  of  Cleveland  Co.  in  the  State  of  N.  C.  and  after  being 
duly  sworn  according  to  law,  declares  that  he  is  the  identical  Hiram 
Crain  who  was  a  private  soldier  in  the  company  commanded  by  Capt. 
Bcnjaminc  Goss  in  the  S.  C.  Rcgt.  of  Militia,  No.  of  Regt.  not  recalled. 
James  Edwards  was  the  Lt.  and  James  Gip  was  Ensign  and  M.  C. 
Chase  was  Major. 

He  further  states  that  he  does  not  recollect  the  Colonel’s  name  at 
this  time.  In  the  war  with  Great  Britian  that  he  was  drafted  in  the  Dis- 


trict  of  Pendleton,  S.  C.  and  went  into-  the  service  sometime  in  the 
month  of  Feb.  1814  for  the  term  of  4  months,  and  continued  in  the 
service  for  about  two  months,  and  was  honorably  discharged  at  Pendle¬ 
ton  Court  blouse,  S.  C.  sometime  in  the  month  of  April  1814  as  will 
appear  by  the  muster  roll  of  said  County.  Pie  makes  this  declaration  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  bounty  land  to  which  lie  may  be  entitled 
under  Act  granting  additional  bounty  land  to  certain  officers  and 
soldiers  who  have  been  engaged  in  military  service  of  the  United  States. 
Approved  March  3,  183  5  and  referred  to  his  former  declaration  named 
under  act  of  September  2  8,  1850,  upon  which  he  obtained  land  warrant 
No.  162,73  3  for  forty  acres,  which  he  disposed  of  legally.  Not  in 
his  power  to  return. 

He  further  states  that  he  has  not  received  bounty  land  under  any 
other  Act  of  Congress  nor  made  any  application  thereto.

1  830, 
where  he  applied  for  pension  on  Jan.  10,  1  833. 

Statement  showing  service  of  Wm.  Crain,  Hardeman  Co.,  1  cun. 
Enlisted  spring  of  1781  for  10  mos.,  18  days.  Was  Private  under  Capt. 
Walton,  Co.  L.,  Cleveland.  Fought  at  Kings  Mountain,  Ramsurs 
Mill  and  Cross  Creek,  N.  C.  Enlisted  again  in  1782  upwards  of  6  mos. 
under  Capt.  Stonccypher.  Age  at  this  statement  81  years.  Entered 
this  time.  In  the  war  with  Great  Britain  that  he  was  drafted  in  the  Dis¬ 
service  in  Wilkes  Co.,  N.  C.  Witnessed  by  Joel  Crain.  Certified  Act 
of  Congress  of  June  7,  1832. 

On  Jan.  1  0,  1  83  3  appeared  Wm.  Crain  a  resident  of  Plardcman 
Co.,  Tcnn.,  age  81,  declares  be  was  born  in  1752.  That  he  entered  the 
service  of  the  U.  S.  in  Wilkes  Co.,  N.  C.,  in  the  spring  of  1781.  Pie 
further  declares  that  he  moved  from  Wilkes  Co.,  N.  C.  to  Franklin 
Co.,  Ga.  with  Capt.  Stonccypher.  Shortly  after  the  war  he  remained  in 
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Ga.  until  1795  when  he  determined  to  migrate  to  the  west,  hie  removed 
in  1795  to  what  is  now  called  east  Term.,  thence  to  middle  Tcnn, 
thence  to  Henderson  Co.  in  western  Tenn,  thence  to  this  county  where 
he  has  resided  for  the  last  4  years.  Joel  Crain  is  acquainted  with  him 
and  can  testify  to  his  actual  service  in  the  Revolution.  Signed  ¥m. 
X  (his  mark)  Crain. 

Joel  Crain  stated  in  affidavit  that  lie  served  in  the  same  Co.  with 
him  for  a  short  while.  Signed,  Joel  Crain. 

£>.  Crain,  Stephen,  W-9S32,  born  in  Va.  Private  of  Chester  in 
the  State  of  S.  C.  in  Regt.  commanded  by  Col.  Dickinson  in  the  N.  C. 
line  for  1  year.  Inscribed  on  roll  of  S.  C.  War  Dept,  claim:  I  certify 
that  in  conformity  with  the  law  of  the  U.  S.  of  March  3,  1  844,  Mary 
Crain,  deceased,  late  of  S.  C.  a  widow  of  Stephen  Crain  a  Pvt.  in  the 
Revolutionary  War  was  entitled  to  a  pension  and  having  died  March 
29,  1834  is  payable  to  Hugh  McLure,  Executor  and  for  the  sole  use 
of  living  children  of  said  Alary  Crain,  deceased. 

S.  C.  Chester  Dist.  April  4,  1846  appeared  Hugh  McLure,  son- 
in-law  and  Extr.  doth  on  his  oath  make  the  following  declaration  (on 
behalf  of  himself  and  the  rest  of  the  heirs)  in  order  to  obtain  benefits. 
Act  of  Congress  passed  June  7,  183  8.  States  that  Mary  Crain  was 
married  to  Stephen  Crain  Sept.  9,  1784  and  that  she,  Mary  Crain,  died 
June  1  8,  1  845.  He  further  states  that  the  heirs  at  law  are  Sarah 
AlcCulla,  Mary  Heath  (wife  of  James  Heath)  Margaret  McLure  and 
James  Crain.  That  they  all  reside  in  his  district  except  Mary  Eleath 
who  is  a  resident  of  Alabama  and  that  they  arc  all  of  full  age.

Wc 
print  here  his  own  statements  and  history  of  his ’service,  followed  by 
his  family  history  as  recorded  in  the  D.A.R.  records. 


COUNTY  COURT  NOVEMBER  TERM  183  2 
State  of  Tennessee 
Robertson  County. 

On  this  12th  day  of  November  1  83  2  personally  appeared  in  open 
Court  before  the  justices  of  the  county  court  of  Robertson  County, 
the  same  being  a  court  of  record,  John  Crane  a  resident  now  of  the 
county  of  Stewart,  formerly  a  resident  of  the  county  of  Robertson 
State  of  Tennessee,  aged  73  years  on  the  6th  (day)  of  February  next, 
who  being  duly  sworn  according  to  Law  doth  on  his  oath  make  the 
following  declaration  in  order  to  obtain  the  benefit  of  the  Act  of 

Congress  passed - the  year  1  832.  That  he  volunteered 

in  the  year  1776  the  month  not  recollected  at  this  time.  Col.  Christy 
was  the  Col.  and  Gilbert  Christy  was  the  Captain  under  which  he 
served.  Declarant  states  that  his  tour  of  service  under  the  fore  coin  tr 

o  o 

officers  lasted  about  three  months — this  was  the  first  expedition  that 
• - - - was  sent  against  the  Cherokee  Indians.  This  expedi¬ 

tion  is  known  by  the  name  of  Christy’s  Campaign — the  expedition  was 
encamped  on  the  Bank  of  the  French  Broad  (River)  expecting  in  a 
little  time  to  have  an  engagement  with  the  Indians  when  a  flag  of 
peace  was  reed  from  the  Indians  and  no  battle  took  place.  The  army 
then  went  into  the  following  Indian  towns  Chaca  Chehawa  Seneca  (?) 
and  Big  Island  Town  &c.  These  towns  were  situated  on  the  Ten¬ 
nessee  River — declarant  states  that  his  county  was  at  that  time  in  the 
state  of  North  Carolina — the  army  from  those  towns  returned  home. 
They  reed  at  those  Indian  towns  some  small  pieces  of  artillery  which 
were  conveyed  by  water  to  Long  Island  of  Holston  where  there  was 
a  Fort  which  Fort  went  by  the  name  of  Long  Island  Fort  of  Holston. 
Declarant  states  that  in  the  year  1777  he  volunteered  again  under  Col 
Montgomery  and  Capt  Gilbert  Christy — the  month  in  which  he  enlisted 
as  a  volunteer  is  not  now  recollected  but  he  thinks  it  was  in  the  spring 
season.  This  was  an  expedition  against  Chickamauga  Indians  who  at 
that  time  lived  on  the  Tennessee  river  not  far  from  a  place  called  the 
Suck.  The  entire  army  went  by  water  in  a  species  of  boats  called 
peraguas — descending  the  Holston  liver  until!  its  junction  with  the

rivers  untill  we  came  to  the  Indian  towns  situated  above  the  Suck 

on  the  Tennessee  River  where  we - them.  The  indians  had 

Fled  in  consequence  we  supposed  of  having  been  informed  by  the 
Tories  that  a  detachment  was  sent  from  the  army  by  the  command 
of  its  officers  to  intercept  the  Tories  who  were  likewise  descending 
the  Flolston  also  when  a  skirmaish  took  place  between  the  men  who 
composed  the  detachment  and  the  Tories  and  several  guns  were  Fred. 
This  skirmish  happened  in  the  night.  Declarant  further  states  when  they 
reached  the  towns  as  above  stated  near  the  Suck  the  indians  had  fled 
and  a  detachment  was  there  sent  from  the  army  at  the  indian  towns 
in  pursuit  of  the  indians  in  the  mountains — declarant  states  he  com¬ 
posed  one  of  the  detachment.  We  found  the  Indians  in  a  cave  under 
a  shelving  rock  where  we  took  a  few  prisoners  after  killing  two 
of  the  Indians — declarant  states  that  lie  served  on  this  tour  about  four 
months — declarant  further  states  that  he  received  a  written  discharge 
for  both  of  these  Tours  but  that  he  has. so  lost  or  misplaced  them  that 
they  arc  not  now  in  his  possession.  Fie  hereby  relinquishes  every  claim 
whatever  to  a  pension  or  anuity  except  the  present  and  he  declares 
that  his  name  is  not  on  the  pension  roll  of  any  agency  of  any  state 
whatever.

Questions  asked  by  the  Court 

Q.  Where  and  in  what  year  were  you  born? 

A.  I  was  born  in  the  year  1759  in  the  state  of  North  Carolina. 
Q.  Flave  you  any  record  of  your  age  and  where  is  it? 

A.  I  have  and  it  is  in  possession  of  Caleb  Miners. 


Crane,  John,  served  in  the  Revolution  with  North  Carolina  troops 
under  Capt.  Christy,  later  under  Col.  Christie  (probably  the  same  man 
- — LBC) .  Applied  for  pension  Nov.  1  2,  1  832,  granted.  John  Crane’s 
wife  was  a  member  of  the  Walton  family  who  gave  valiant  service 
to  their  country  during  the  war  of  the  Revolution. 
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There  were  three  descendants  of  the  John  Crane,  who  were  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  D.A.Il.  in  Warren  Co.,  Ill.  and  from  the  application  of 
one  of  these  descendants  we  get  the  following  intelligence. 

National  No.  349432 — 

Pauline  Statt  Swanson,  descendant  from  John  Crane  (b.  bcb.  6, 
1759;  d.  in  Stewart  Co.,  Tenn.  on  March  23,  1  836).  Ilis  place  of 
residence  during  the  Revolution  was  North  Carolina.  Pauline  Statt 
Swanson  was  the  daughter  of  Fielding  Bond  Statt  (b.  Oct.  24,  1891 
at  Greenbush  Twp.,  Warren  Co.,  Ill.)  and  Elizabeth  Hanna  Statt 
(b.  Dec.  22,  1891  at  Peoria,  Ill.)  (m.  Nov.  5,  1914.)  He  was  the 
child  of  Henry  Statt  (b,  Aug.  7,  1  842  in  Warren  Co.,  Ill.;  d.  Dec.  7, 
1  937)  and  Cordelia  Bond  Statt  (b.  June  2,  1850  at  Greenbush  1  wp., 
Warren  Co.,  Ill.;  d.  June  22,  1918  at  Monmouth,  Ill.)  (m.  Aug.  13, 
1869).  Cordelia  Bond  Start  was  the  child  of  John  C.  Bond  (b.  Dec. 
25,  1799,  at  Knox  County,  Tenn.;  d.  May  20,  1882  at  Warren  County, 
Ill.)  and  his  3rd  wife,  Mrs.  Nancy  G.  Terry  (nee  Nancy  G.  Sticc,  b. 
Sept.  23,  1807  at  Warren  County,  Ky. ;  d.  May  16,  1  906)  (m.  Jan.  — , 
1844).  The  said  John  C.  Bond  was  the  child  of  Jesse  Walton  Bond 
(b.  1775;  d.  1  842)  and  Susanna  .Crane  (b.  1777  in  Georgia;  d.  1  858) 
(m.  1798  in  Overton  Co.,  Tenn.)  The  said  Susanna  Crane  was  the 
child  of  John  Crane  (b.  Feb.  6,  1759  in  No.  Carolina;  d.  Mar.  23, 
1  83  6  in  Stewart  Co.,  Tenn.)  and  Mildred  Walton  Crane.

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Whether  these  children  were  listed  in  order  of  birth  we  do  not 
know;  however  if  Susanna  was  born  in  Georgia  in  1777  and  John 
Crane,  her  father,  was  born  Feb.  6,  1759,  he  would  have  been  less  than 
19  years  of  age  when  she  was  born.  John  was  serving  with  the  Revolu¬ 
tionary  force  in  N.  C.  and  Tenn.  during  1776  and  volunteered  again  in 
1777.  l  ie  says  nothing  about  living  in  Georgia.  It  is  safe  to  assume 
that  his  wife  was  living  with  relatives  in  Ga.  while  he  was  serving 
his  country. 

We  print  here  a  letter  written  by  Mrs.  Sarah  Bond  Donley,  great, 
great  granddaughter  of  the  above  John  Crane.

Dear  Mr.  Crainc: 

Your  letter  was  sent  to  me  by  Mrs.  Polly  Swanson  of  Roseville — 
usually  all  matters  of  family  history  are  sent  to  me.  You  speak  of  not 
knowing  anything  of  the  Crain’s  after  Susannah. 

If  you  refer  to  the  mother  of  Major  John  Crain  Bond  who  lived 
in  Greenbush  township*,  we  are  kindred  for  that  was  the  name  of 
my  great  grandmother  who  married  her  first  cousin  Jesse  Walton 
Bond,  but  I  do  not  know  in  which  line  was  the  relationship. 

My  grandfather  Bond  once  told  me  when  1  was  very  young — 
perhaps  about  12  or  13,  much  of  the  family  history. 

1  was  not  so  young  but  that  I  was  intensely  interested  but  was 
too  young  to  preserve  the  data. 

I  only  remember  one  thing  distinctly  and  word  for  word.  "I 
never  heard  of  a  dishonorable  act  by  one  of  the  old  set  of  Bonds  and 
Crains.” 

I  have  an  account  book  and  Journal  of  my  great  grandfather 
which  he  kept  on  his  journey  from  Alabama  in  March  1  83  0  to 
the  "Illinois  Country”. 

In  it  he  mentions  stopping  at  Smith’s  landing,  which  is  now 
Chester  in  Randolph  County,  where  they  visited  "a  heap  of  Con¬ 
nexions”,  naming  Jack,  James,  Squire  and  Milly. 

The  house  of  my  grandparents  was  burned  and  his  book  partly 
burned.  They  landed  at  Galena  in  April  but  cannot  read  the  date. 
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They  did  not  come  on  a  steamboat  for  they  mention  being  frightened 
by  a  steamboat  "The  Fairy”  and  they  "hung  on  to  the  Willows  with 
power” — -shortly  after  they  met  another  but  were  'quite  at  case,  and  at 
St.  Louis  took  the  steamboat  Red  Rover,  Captain  Thruckmorton,  and 
landed  at  Galena  April  2  5  th  but  I  cannot  discern  the  date  in  March 
when  they  left. 

I  went  over  to  our  fine  historical  library  and  can  give  you  the 
names  of  their  "heap  of  connections”. 

"'Warren  County,  Illinois. 

John  Crain  and  his  wife  owned  and  lived  on  an  Island  in  Chester 
that  is  still  called  "Crain’s  Island”. 

It  is  twelve  miles  long.  The  following  is  from  a  history  of 
Randolph  Co.  "Benjamin  Crain  came  to  Chester,  Randolph  County 
1802  or  earlier  with  seven  sons.  Benjamin,  Squire,  William,  James, 
Joel,  Lewis,  John.  They  were  men  of  decided  character  and  were 
leading  citizens  of  Little  Mary  River.” 

John  Crain  was  Representative  183  6-42  and  in  the  State  Senate 
1844-46. 

I  am  related  to  Shadrach  Bond,  the  first  governor  of  this  State 
1818-22,  and  Ins  brother  Benjamin  was  in  the  Senate  about  the  same 
time  as  John  Crain. 

Of  course  I  don’t  know  as  this  John  Crain  is  related  to  cither  of 
us  or  not,  but  the  district  he  comes  from  is  the  same  and  you  note 
the  name  is. 

Now  to  close!  My  revered  grandfather,  whose  mother  was  Susannah 
Craine,  was  defeated  for  the  Legislature  by  three  votes  about  1846. 
In  1925  two  Republicans  and  one  Democrat  was  nominated  from  our 
district  instead  of  one,  which  was  unusual  since  it  meant  no  opposition. 

The  Democratic  candidate  died  and  the  vacancy  on  ticket  was 
filled  by  the  County  Chairman  of  the  three  counties.  Seventeen  men 
were  candidates  and  I  was  the  only  woman  but  they  selected  me. 

So  I  became  the  first  Democratic  woman  in  our  Legislature  but 
there  were  two  Republican  women. 

Now  I  am-  sorry  to  let  my  pen  run  away  with  me,  but  glad  if 
I  have  given  you  any  information  and  shall  be  grateful  for  any  data 
of  the  Crains.

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Later: — I  have  just  returned  from  our  Historical  Library  and  learned 
that  the  Illinois  Constitution  was  adopted  August  1,  1  848  and  among 
the  signers  were  John  Crain  representing  Perry,  Washington  and 
Clinton  Counties,  and  Benjamin  Bond — presumably  brother  of  Shad- 
rach — of  Clinton  County.

(Lie  being 
too  infirm  to  appear  for  himself).  Lie  served  in  the  Revolu¬ 
tion  against  the  Indians  in  Rutherford  Co.,  N.  C.  in  two 
tours  of  6  mos.  each  in  1776-77.  lie  was  born  in  Culpepper 
Co.,  Va.  in  1748.  That  he  was  living  in  Tyron  Co.,  N.  C., 
when  called  into  service  (now  Rutherford  Co.).  He  lived 

3  or  4  years  in  this  county  and  after  the  close  of  war  moved 
to  Pendleton  District,  S.  C.,  where  he  lived  for  27  years  in 
1807  or  8.  He  moved  back  to  Rutherford  Co.,  N.  C.,  where 
he  has  lived  ever  since. 

Widow’s  brief. 

State  of  North  Carolina,  Cleveland  Co.  On  Feb.  4,  1847, 
personally  appeared  Elizabeth  Crane,  age  81  in  order  to  obtain 
benefits  of  Act  of  Congress  passed  July  7,  1  838.  Declares 
that  she  is  the  widow  of  Wm.  Crane  who  was  a  Private  in  the 
Cavalry  in  Revolutionary  War.  That  she  and  William 
Crane  were  married  sometime  in  the  year  of  1785  and  that 
her  husband  died  July  1  0,  1837.

Johnson,  Lt.  Jackson,  Capt.  Waters,  Col.  Middleton,  Gen.  Sumpter 
at  Brows  Old  Field  Camden,  Orangeburg,  etc. 

It  is  unfortunate  that  we  failed  to  find  any  record  of  this  Wm. 
Cra  ne’s  children.  lie  was  born  in  1748  and  would  have  been  37  years 
old  when  lie  and  Elizabeth  were  married  in  1783.  It  is  possible  that 
he  had  been  previously  married  and  had  children  before  lie  married 
Elizabeth.  He  was  old  enough  to  have  been  the  father  of  Isham, 
Charles,  David  and  John,  all  of  whom  were  born  in  Pendleton  Dist., 
S.  C.,  where  William  and  Elizabeth  lived  for  27  years  as  he  states. 

This  Wm.  Crane  is  believed  to  be  the  same  William  Crane  who 
is  mentioned  in  colonial  history  on  North  Carolina,  Page  6,  Vol.  1186, 
where  on  Feb.  2  5,  1764  the  council  received  a  petition  asking  that 
William  Crane  and  party  be  granted  50  pounds  for  apprehending  sev¬ 
eral  rogues  and  vagabonds  on  the  frontier  and  delivering  one  John 
Pyburne  to  the  Keepers  of  His  Majesty’s  Gaol  at  Wilmington.  See  this 
Resolve  as  printed  in  full  on  Page  — . 

In  The  Colonial  and  State  History  of  North  Carolina  we  find  the 
following  men  whose  names  are  spelled  Crane,  Craine  and  Crain  are 
mentioned,  and  they  are  listed  here  according  to  the  dates  on  which 
they  appear,  beginning  with  the  earliest.

CRAINES  ON  THE  ISLE  OF  MAN 

There  were  many  families  on  the  Isle  of  Man  as  early  as  the 
15th  and  16th  century  who  spelled  their  name  Crain,  Crame  and  Crane. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  ¥m.  A.  Craine  of  North  Cliff,  Douglas, 
Isle  of  Man  for  the  following:

Also  extracts  of  Baptism  from  the  Braddan  Register  1626 
to  1689. 

We  corresponded  with  Mr.  Craine  for  some  years  and  we  print 
here  one  of  his  letters.

June  ? th,  1927. 

Dear  Mr.  Craine, 

Many  thanks  for  your  letter  of  12th  May  and  all  the  information 
you  have  given  me  in  reference  to  the  Craines  of  that  ilk,  in  fact  I 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  you  have  given  me  more  information 
about  them  than  I  can  give  you;  only,  that  it  appears  to  me  the 
pursuits  you  have  made  seem  to  direct  to  English  origin — Crane, 
from  whom  Walter  Crane,  the  celebrated  designer  was  related — and 
it  will  be  interesting  for  you  to  learn  that,  as  a  younger  man,  I  col¬ 
lected  autographs,  and  he  was  kind  enough  to  send  me  his,  embclished 
with  a  drawing  of  the  Three  Legs  and  *  the  latter  you 

will  see  makes  his  own  name,  and  shews  that  he  has  in  mind  the  long 
necked  bird  of  the  cormorant  or  stork  order.  I  should  like  very  much 
to  see  the  book  containing  the  history  of  the  name  you  refer  to. 

I  send  you  extracts  of  Baptism  from  the  Braddan  Register  1  62  6- 
1689,  as  a  specimen  of  the  frequency  in  which  the  name  occurs  and 
its  variety  of  spelling,  also  a  few  extracts  from  the  Ballaugh  Register 
1606-1643. 

I  have  been  speaking  to  an  old  gentleman  named  William  Craine, 
who  is  90  years  of  age.  He  tells  me  that  Ballacraine  owes  its  origin  to 
the  ownership  of  the  surrounding  lands  being  in  the  hands  of  one  John 
Craine.  He  remembers  also  that  half  of  the  Cooil  district,  which  is  in 
Braddan,  at  one  time  wholly  belonged  to  people  of  the  name  of  Craine, 
and  he  is  rather  under  the  impression  that  being  sportsmen  and  of 
riotous  living,  that  this  was  the  cause  of  their  lands  being  split  up. 
I  do  not  agree,  as  he  is  a  biased  teetotaller,  and  I  rather  fancy  my 
own  collective  surmises  are  built  on  a  surer  foundation  i.e.  as  I  told 
you  in  my  former  letter,  that  the  land  at  the  Cooil  was  split  up  into 
7  farms  as  each  son  attained  his  majority. 

I  remember  my  father  being  very  well  acquainted  with  an  old 
gentleman  named  Paul  Craine  and  I  knew  he  had  a  son  named  Ben¬ 
jamin,  who  I  believe  died  about  10  years  ago.  I  am  however,  unable 
to  End  any  trace  of  the  name  Jasper  being  used  in  the  Isle  of  Man,  not 
only  in  reference  to  Craines,  but  to  any  other  surname. 

You  mention  New  Haven,  which  1  presume  is  Connecticut,  which 
I  visited  a  matter  of  3  5  years  ago.  I  did  not  come  across  the  name 
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there,  but  strange  to  say  in  Scranton,  Penns.  I  went  to  the  play  "David 
Ha  rum*’  and  the  chief  actor  was  named  William  H.  Crane,  in  fact 
it  was  his  Company,  whom  I  understood  was  to  -the  American  stage 
what  the  great  comedian,  the  late  J.  L.  loole,  was  to  the  English 
stage.  There  was  nothing  singular  about  the  coincidence,  excepting 
the  fact  that  he  was  exactly  the  build  and  had  the  characteristics  of 
my  father  so  far  as  appearance  was  concerned. 

The  Cranes  of  Connecticut  would  come  over  with  the  Plymouth

of  the  Rev.  Ed.  Craine,  for  many  years  Vicar  of  the  Parish,  and  in 
the  churchyard  we  have  buried  Robt.  Ed.  Craine  a  surgeon  in  His 
Majesty’s  Navy,  and  also  of  the  same  name  an  advocate  a  memb-i  of 

the  Manx  Bar. 


There  can  be  no  question  of  them  being  rovers  all  over  the  World, 
and  so  far  as  I  know  them,  they  are  a  crowd  who  always  want  to  he 
on  the  move,  certainly  pioneers.  Aou  will  End  the  name  in  Ameiica 
from  Patagonia  to  Alaska,  and  not  a  few  of  the  old  windjammers 
have  carried  Craines  as  seamen  and  Mastei  s.

Mr.  Wm.  A.  Craine. 

"And  we ,  with  Nature's  heart  in  tune ,  Concerted  harmonics 

It  is  appropriate  that  the  subject  of  our  sketch  this  week  should 
be  Mr.  Wm.  A.  Craine.  We  are  on  the  eve  of  the  Music  Guild,  an 
institution  with  which  his  name  will  always  be  associated,  and  so  it  is 
fitting  that  he  should  appear  as  a  Man  of  Mark  at  a  time  when  we 
are  about  to  hold  our  37th  Guild.  Of  the  many  societies  and  insti¬ 
tutions  in  this  Island,  none  have  been  more  robust  than  the  Music 
Festival,  which  has  been  of  incalculable  benefit  in  fostering  that  fond¬ 
ness  for  high-class  music  that  was  already  a  characteristic  of  the 
Manx  nation.  He  has  been  connected  with  the  Guild  since  its  inception 
in  1  892,  and  is  at  present  the  honorary  secretary,  an  office  that  he  has 
held  since  1914,  in  which  year  the  late  Mrs.  Laughton  retired  from 
the  secretaryship  in  favour  of  Mr.  Craine,  who  had  been  her  chief 
assistant  for  a  period  of  twelve  years,  in  fact,  since  he  joined  the  com¬ 
mittee  in  1902.  He  was  one  of  the  original  competitors  37  years  ago. 

Mr.  Craine  has  been  instrumental  in  introducing  some  of  the  chief 
musicians  of  the  age,  notably  Sir  Edward  Elgar,  O.M.,  in  1914.  He 
was  an  alto  singer  in  the  old  Excelsior  Glee  Club,  organist  and  choir¬ 
master  of  the  Loch  Parade  Free  Church  at  the  early  age  of  18,  a 
founder  of  the  Douglas  Association  Football  Club,  and  honorary  sec¬ 
retary  of  the  Douglas  Amateur  Minstrels,  a  body  which  raised  £700 
for  charities.  For  twenty  years  he  was  the  first  honorary  local  repre¬ 
sentative  of  the  Associated  Board  of  the  Royal  Academy  and  the 
Royal  College  of  Music.  Lie  was  solo  tenor  and  assistant  organist  at 
St.  Thomas’  Church  for  fourteen  years,  and  he  founded  the  Douglas 
Choral  Union  and  held  the  position  of  honorary  secretary  for  twenty 
years,  the  first  six  years  filling  the  tenor  role  in  such  as  the  Gilbert 
and  Sullivan  operas.  The  Choral  Union  has  held  aloft  the  banner  of 
music  in  this  Island  for  a  good  many  years.  Flc  is  a  Trustee  of  the 
Baume  Music  Scholarship  at  the  Royal  Academy  of  Music;  and  choir¬ 
master  at  St.  Peter’s  Church,  Onchan. 

Mr.  Craine  has  not  by  any  means  confined  his  activities  to  music. 
He  has  been  for  a  long  time  associated  with  the  World  Manx  Associa¬ 
tion,  and  for  14  years  he  carried  out  the  duties  of  honorary  secretary, 
resigning  only  a  few  years  ago  owing  to  the  pressure  of  other  business. 
During  his  secretaryship  he  saw  the  World  Manx  Association  develop 
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from  a  comparatively  small  association  to  its  present  position,  with  its 
world-wide  ramifications.  lie  is  a  Past  Master  of  the  Tynwald  Lodre 
of  f  reemasons  (1242);  Chairman  of  the  Onchan-  Village  Commis¬ 
sioners  for  the  fourth  time;  vice-chairman  of  the  Isle  of  Man  Publicity 
Board.  Mr.  Craine  is  the  Isle  of  Man  Agent  for  the  London  Midland 
and  Scottish  Railway  in  which  office  he  began  his  business  career  44 
years  ago  with  the  late  Mr.  J.  J.  Goldsmith,  LI.K.,  J.P.  (for  twenty 
years)  Agent  for  the  Barrow  Steam  Navigation  Co.,  then  Mr.  Craine 
was  taken  over  by  the  Midland  Railway,  now  merged  with  the  London, 
'Midland  and  Scottish.
